GRAPEVINES ON CONNECTICUT COPPER COINS 

By JOHN M. RICHARDSON, Stratford, Conn. 

This title undoubtedly sounds queer unless an explanation is given. 
The Great Seal of Connecticut has from the very first had three grape- 
vines as a special device shown in its center, and every issue of paper cur- 
rency from the first one in 1709 to the last in 1780 had this central design. 

One may wonder why this particular symbol was selected if a species 
from the vegetable kingdom was desired as an emblem, and why grape- 
vines were selected in preference to stalks of corn or tobacco or some 
other product of Connecticut. 

It does not seem so strange, however, when we consider the religious 
nature of the early Fathers, and many now believe today that the reason 
was found in the eighth verse of the eightieth Psalm, where we read: 
“Thou hast brought a vine out of Egypt: thou hast cast out the heathen 
and planted it.’* 

Now there was no reason why grapevines should not appear on the 
copper coins as well as on the paper currency, and so this tri-parted sym- 
bol or emblem embracing the three vines was used to a limited extent on 
all four of the issues of the years of 1785, 1786, 1787, and 1788. 

The well known reverse of a Connecticut cent shows the Goddess of 
Liberty holding a leafy branch in her right hand, and having a shield 
resting against her drapery at the left side, but the one who cut these 
reverse dies did not in all instances by any means engrave vines on the 
shields, for there are plenty of instances where really fine specimens exist 
with a perfectly smooth surface showing no trace of any vines. None 
would show in any event on a worn specimen, for usually the face of the 
shield is quite prominent, being somewhat convex, and the slightest wear 
on the soft copper would obliterate everything had it ever existed. 

The cents of 1785 and 1788 stand about even in the grapevine cata- 
gory as to numbers so far noted, and on some of those of 1788 the face 
of the shield is somewhat depressed, so that if the coin is slightly worn 
the vines are often distinguishable. 

The cents of 1786 and 1787 stand next as to the feature under dis- 
cussion, and very few of these show any vines at all. 


Entered as Second Class Matter at the Wichita, Kansas, Post Office under the Act of March 3, 1879. 
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The normal position of vines on the shields is two below and one 
above, but one notable exception occurs in the reverse F of 1787, where 
the arrangement is two above and one below. Anyone having a nice speci- 
men of the F reverse where the obverse is spelled CONNECT, can usually 
distinguish the abnormal position of the vines plainly. There are how- 
ever, a number of instances where a given reverse with vines is combined 
with more than one obverse, thus duplicating the particular reverse on 
more than one catalogued die variety. 

The special grapevine feature we have just been mentioning has been 
of great interest to the writer, and so far as he is aware no one else has 
tried to attack this particular numimsmatic feature. 

The list which now follows has been compiled from his own collec- 
tion, reports from other collectors, and from specimens known to be in 
some notable collections and from halftones illustrating very fine speci- 
mens. 

There are doubtless many collectors who will find some of the Miller 
reverse numbers listed below in their own collection showing vines, and 
better yet, discover one or more not listed, thus adding to a list which is 
by no means complete, but a report of additions would be welcomed by 
the writer.

ON TO BOSTOIV-- AUGUST 21-35 

In the last issue of The Numismatist, we parted company in the 
upper section of Huntington Avenue, not far from The Copley-Plaza 
Hotel, our Convention headquarters. You might have observed the many 
attractions on or from this highway. Indeed, several days could be 
profitably occupied in covering the “must” points of interest in this 
section alone. 

The “downtown” area embraces so many historical and otherwise 
special attractions, the visitor requires a guide. AND we have one for 
you, in the form of a 48-page descriptive, illustrated booklet, free to all 
who register. You have heard about, and we admit the charges, regard- 
ing certain crooked streets, said to be the first highways, byways, cow- 
paths, etc. This calls for another gift for you, our guest — a handy pocket 
map of the City of Boston. There are other gifts, in fact, a bagful. 

Thus far in our tour, imaginative now but a reality next August, 
we have enjoyed beautiful weather. One of Boston’s real assets is its 
climate. Unlike other parts of the country, Boston enjoys four full- 
fiavored natural seasons — spring, summer, autumn and winter. The 
summer is never too hot; the winter never too cold. July is really the 
hottest, having a mean temperature of 72 degrees, and January the 
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Statue of Paul Revere, Boston. Only equestrian statue of Paul Revere and 
considered C^tois E. Dallin’s masterpiece. In the backg^round is the Old North 
Church, oldest church edifice in Boston, built in 1723. In the steeple the signal 
lanterns were displayed April 17, 1775, warning the country of the march of 
the British troops to Lexington and Concord. 


coldest month, having a mean of 28 degrees. The average annual tem- 
perature in Boston is just under 50 degrees. 

The uniformity of precipitation in Boston is not excelled anywhere 
in the United States outside New England. As a rule high temperature 
and low humidity occur simultaneously in Boston. The even distribu- 
tion of precipitation and humidity lessen greatly the range of tempera- 
ture extremes and renders Boston healthful and agreeable and excep- 
tionally well suited to produce energetic and active people. Old Mister 
East Wind tempers the air in August, your vacation period in Boston. 
Occasionally we have a light rain to lay the dust. 

If you like water in volume, salt or fresh, we suggest a boat ride to 
Provincetown on the tip of Cape Cod; a shorter trip by water to Plym- 
outh; still shorter to Nantasket Beach. All trips leaving from piers on 
Atlantic Avenue. Frog Pond on Boston Common; the popular Swan 
Boats on the Public Garden pond; a sail on the Charles River Basin; 
fishing in Jamaica Pond; all these points are nearby. 

Just beyond the Jamaica Pond is the world-famous Arnold Arbo- 
retum, a huge garden embracing acres of rare and domestic trees and 
shrubs. Accessible from the Forest Hills MTA terminal. Continue on to 
the Town of Dedham, home of The Society for the Apprehension of 
Horse Thieves. (No snickering from you Westerners.) Don’t overlook 
The Old Fairbanks House, in Dedham, built about 1636, open to our 
visitors. 

If you are traveling by auto, the return may be by way of Dor- 
chester Heights, South Boston, City Point and the beaches. Hugging 
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the shoreline, you see one of the world’s largest drydocks, one of only 
two in the Western Hemisphere capable of accommodating for repairs 
the S. S. Leviathan and other largest steamers of that day. 

Next you see the enormous United States Army Base with well 
over a mile of berthing space, capable of accommodating nine large 
ocean-going steamers. The main storehouse is an eight-story building, 
1638 feet long and 126 feet wide, with a total floor area of nearly 40 
acres. Three supplementary buildings provide an additional floor area 
of about 900,000 square feet. 

The Boston Fish Pier is next. Our city is the foremost Ashing port 
in the Western Hemisphere. The largest pier in the world devoted 
exclusively to flsh is in Boston. Built at a cost of three million dollars, 
it is 1200 feet in length and 300 feet in breadth. On it is located the 
largest fish freezing and cold storage plant in the world. The lowly 
haddock has sprung to first position in importance among salt water fish, 
and is now manufactured into fillets and shipped in packages from 
Boston all over the United States. The filleting of fish, which originated 
in Boston, has grown to be one of the leading industries of this district. 

Next door is the Commonwealth Pier built by the State of Massa- 
chusetts, at a cost of 41/2 million dollars, just before the First World 
War. It gave to Boston what has been classed as the finest passenger 
and freight pier in the world. It provides for five 600-foot ocean-going 
vessels at one time. 

Turning to our left to Summer Street, here are some of the largest 
wool storage warehouses in the country. Boston is adequately equipped 
with a modern system of warehouse facilities to meet the requirements 
of wholesale and retail distribution throughout New England. A com- 
prehensive network of railway and shipping facilities guarantees swift 
movements of freight to and from all parts of the territory and estab- 
lishes Boston as a leader among the world’s distribution centers. 

Continuing up Summer Street we enter the wholesale district and 
on the left is the South Terminal used jointly by the Boston and Albany 
Railway and the New York, New Haven & Hartford Railway. We are 
now back on Atlantic Avenue, sites of '‘The Boston Tea Party,” Long 
Wharf, Old Fish Pier, etc. 

Before returning to the Copley-Plaza, let us take a look from the 
Custom House Tower. Way off to the right is the famous Quincy Ship- 
building plant. In the foreground is a thirty thousand acres of mag- 
nificent harbor, forty miles of berthing space, and the Navy Yard. Not 
far away is the Airport. If you had arrived here you were whisked 
by bus directly to our headquarters. Again looking beyond the Navy 
Yard is Bunker Hill Monument. 

A slight turn to the left and beyond the Charles River and Memorial 
Drive is Cambridge. Do you like candy? In Cambridge are 25 of the 
75 Metropolitan candy and allied products factories. Over one hundred 
establishments are catering to the demands of the American sweet tooth. 
With the ice cream establishments included, this number is increased by 
a third. It is, in fact, Boston’s ninth greatest industry. We can easily 
understand these statistics when we realize the amount of sweets con- 
sumed in our family. There is an abundance of attractions in Cambridge 
for the visitor. Harvard College, Institute of Technology and several 
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Other colleges. These points and other stops are included in the official 
Convention Bus Tour. 

The tang of salt air up in the Custom House Tower gives one a 
keen appetite for a shore dinner. With the thought of delicious, savory, 
seafood dishes of fresh fish, lobster and other shellfish, all available to 
you in Boston, incomparable any place in the country, we pause for our 
own dinner. If it were Saturday night, the fare would be traditionally 
famous Boston Baked Beans, with some Indian Pudding or Raisin Brown 
Bread. You can eat well in Boston.

THE FASCINATION OF NUMISMATICS

(A paper presented at the Annual Banquet of the Wilkes-Barre Coin Club, 

December 10, 1947.) 

The history of money and currency is more than a sidelight to his- 
tory. It is an actual adjunct to the social and economic history of all 
times and ages. An understanding of numismatics is more than a count- 
ing of berries, leaves, and stars or a completion of the series of mint- 
marks and dates. I should like to give my concept of the true value of 
numismatics, aside from the purely commercial angle in which I am 
daily occupied. Just to buy for one price and sell for an advance requires 
nothing beyond a vending machine (and I do not consider myself a 
human vending machine, but that, I realize, is a matter of opinion). 

Inasmuch as the majority of us here tonight are more keenly inter- 
ested in the American series than any other; and although United 
States coinage is a mighty difficult and costly collection to complete, we 
must remember that in the larger view of numismatics as a science, the 
United States series is just an added afterthought. We cannot overlook 
the fact that since about 500 B.C. there have been coins and coinage and 
that from the classical Greek and Asia Minor coinages our own is an 
orderly outgrowth in perhaps more ways than some of us realise. From 
the period 500 B.C. to 200 B.C. is the height of classical art in coinage 
and I have some exhibits on the topic to make my point more graphic. 

American coins have a direct debt to the Roman coinages which 
were the world’s coinages from 200 B.C. to almost 400 A.D. The Byzan- 
tine series was the next dominant currency and was issued at Constan- 
tinople and other mints. It was the chief medium of exchange from 500 
A.D. to about 1200 A.D. Then the northern European coinages were 
vital in world history until modern times. While we do not have any 
great relationship to the Byzantine period, I mention it as an intermit- 
tent period of significance in global numismatics. 

To validate my views let us commence with the dollar as first 
authorized. We know it was first minted at the mint in Philadelphia 
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in 1794. But what of its size, weight, and fineness? These are three 
important factors. Let us not take these for granted. We know that 
the first act of Congress covering the standards of currency established 
the figures which were subsequently followed by the mint authorities. 
Let us not just want an old silver dollar, buy one, and then put it away 
in a collection. Numismatics is knowing about the coins. This requires 
time and study but is in every instance well worth the effort. Every 
additional fact known about our coins adds to the pleasure derived from 
having them. 

There are probably few present tonight who are aware of the fact 
that our American dollar is really a direct outgrowth of the coinages 
of the Spanish kings in Columbus’s time. We are often prone to think 
of the dollar as a translation of the German word “taler” which is cor- 
rect from a philological viewpoint of the history of the word itself, but 
the United States coinage, insofar as weights, fineness, and ratio of 
metals is concerned is decidedly a Latin or Hispanic development. In 
speaking of the dollar it is also well to remember the fact that there 
are people who claim that the very dollar mark was a contraction of 
the letters “Ps” for pesos, but that is too far afield for us to investigate 
further tonight. 

Let us also remember that until 1857 certain foreign coins were 
not only widely and more current than the products of the mint, but 
that such foreign coins were legal tender at the rates regularly pre- 
scribed by mint officials. In colonial times the currency was computed 
in shillings and pence, but that did not prevent some of our states from 
issuing currency payable in Spanish milled dollars. 

The Spanish milled dollar was a term and a currency familiar with 
those who were concerned with the formulation of our American coins. 
This was the one hard specie in usage and circulation. The United States 
dollar was actually copied from it. We know that the early formers of 
the mint laws actually tested, weighed and assayed hundreds of these 
coins in used and new condition and finally arrived at the specifications 
for the 1794 dollar by what records show to have been the average coin. 
They soon discovered that this would not work and that the weight and 
fineness had to be changed. Gold coins were also constructed upon this 
basis. We know today as a result of study that the relationship of gold 
and silver coins was not correct and that gold was less valuable than 
silver. In other words, five silver dollars were worth more than a half 
eagle. From an economic viewpoint we can now see what happened 
and that the gold was cheaper and the silver was exported. Several 
years later this condition was rectified and the correction was extreme 
in view of public conditions so that gold was overvalued in terms of 
silver. The early formers of our monetary theory failed to establish a 
correct ratio between silver and gold. This accounts for the rarity of 
half eagles from 1815-1834, because of the fact that their bullion value 
was greater than their face value. Without stressing this point further 
it may be observed that a study of the coinage laws coupled with a 
knowledge of monetary history explains a great deal. 

Let us now shift our attention to the facts which we might learn 
about some other American issues. 

The trade dollar is a coin often neglected and worthy of some atten- 
tion. It was actually conceived by Dr. Linderman, at one time a direc- 
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tor of the mint. It was designed to compete with heavier foreign coins 
containing more silver which natives in the Orient desired. It was struck 
in every year from 1873-1883. It was not successful and was demonetized 
shortly thereafter. It is the only American coin to have suffered this 
fate, an otherwise astounding record since no other country in the world 
redeems currency as far back as our mint will do. In England coins 
prior to 1820 are no longer legal tender, but in this country a coin even 
35 years older is still valid for redemption. 

It is seldom realised that the only gold coinage ever issued in this 
country which was not strictly a decimal issue was the three dollar gold 
piece, but it has a unique feature not often discerned in that it was 
capable of being divided evenly into thirds. No other gold coin can 
claim this. 

Mention was made of Dr. Linderman and it might be noted that 
his relationship to the twenty cent piece and also to the Stella or four 
dollar pattern was very close. The theory behind the four dollar piece 
as well as the twenty cent piece was to have a coin which would approxi- 
mate the currency of the Latin Monetary Union. This group of nations 
in Europe was interested in standardizing their currencies and the 
American system was more closely related to the British and German. 
In other words, the twenty-five cent piece was like the mark or shilling, 
and the half eagle was like the pound or twenty mark piece. The theory 
behind the Stella and twenty cent piece was to have a gold and silver 
coin which would approximate the silver franc and gold twenty franc 
piece. The four dollar gold piece never got very much further than the 
experimental state, but the twenty cent piece was regularly coined 
between 1875-1878. Only the confusion which resulted from its size 
being almost like a quarter dollar was responsible for the discontinuance 
of the twenty cent issue. Since that time no effort has been made to 
combine the systems of varying standards through coinage policy. 

It has always been a point of particular interest to know something 
of the background of the one cent piece. I have with me this evening 
an example of the French medal which was issued in 1792 showing upon 
the obverse a head of liberty with flowing hair and behind her a pole 
with a liberty cap on it. The particular medal happens to be struck 
from bell metal and the resemblance between this head and that of our 
early coinage is very obvious. The French Revolution made this con- 
tribution to our national coinage. Ancient Rome contributed the denarius 
which is shown in conjunction with our mercury dime. The Roman 
Empire also contributed the standing liberty type as I have a specimen 
of Galba showing upon the reverse a standing figure of Liberty with 
the Greek word liberty inscribed around it approximating our own 
piece of the 1916-1930 type. 

The peace dollar has its source perhaps in the Egyptian coins which 
show the Ptolomies upon the obverse and the eagle upon the reverse. 
A casual examination of these coinages shows the extent to which we 
are indebted to historical sources for designs upon contemporary coinage. 


According to a recent report by the United States Treasury Department, 
there are still outstanding $49,861,549 in gold certificate notes that were 
withdrawn from circulation back in December, 1933. Also, there is $287,000,000 
in gold coins still not accounted for. What became of all this is anybody’s guess.

COIN MOTTOES AXD THEIR TRAIVSLATIOISS 

By Stuart Mosher 

The following list of coin mottoes and their translations was started more 
than twenty years ago. In the beginning I had an ordinary interest in the 
meaning of the mottoes and kept a card file on everything I thought interesting. 
Very soon I had accumulated several hundred and I then set out to find the 
translation of them. 

It often has been said that we are all ignorant, only ignorant about 
different things. Latin grammar was one of my strongholds of ignorance. 
In this I was fortunate for if I could have visualized what lay ahead it is 
doubtful if I would have started such a project. 

I copied every translation I could find and was somewhat amazed to learn 
that it was not unusual to find several meanings given to the same motto. 
So armed with a Latin grammar and dictionary, and the firm belief that it 
could be done, I undertook to record and translate every motto I could find 
used on coins. 

As my collection of mottoes increased, so did my interest. It was not until 
I had collected about one thousand mottoes that the idea occurred to me that 
other collectors might be interested in them. As time permitted, I added to, 
and corrected my list. 

I encountered the most difficulty when the inscription had been garbled. 
Very often it was the fault of the engraver who abbre\iated the motto 
and divided the words to suit the occasion. As if this did not cause enough 
confusion, cataloguers would often undertake to improve on the abridgement 
and as a result, the same motto will be found recorded many different ways. 

Another obstacle, encountered by all who attempt to translate coin mottoes, 
is the obscurity of the original idea behind some mottoes. A handy example 
of this is our own coin motto, E PLURIBUS UNUM (One out of many). It 
might puzzle the most accomplished Latin scholar unless he were aware that 
it referred to our Country and not to the coin itself. 

The study of these mottoes has been one of progressive interest and 
learning. At first they appeared to be little more than pious supplications or 
neat little phrases of studied humility. Then for a long period we find the 
issuers using their coins as a media of propaganda. Proud old cities were, want 
to proclaim through their coin mottoes, that they were in a position (with the 
help of the Lord) to defy the entire world. Subsequent events often proved 
that they were either bluffing or that the expected help was not provided. 

Mottoes designed to discourage the “love of money” are often met with 
and, with few exceptions, the idea behind such advice seems to have favored 
those in a position to receive tribute. 

While the majority of coin mottoes are of a religious nature and often 
direct quotations from Holy Scripture, the composing of original ones once 
occupied the interest of all men of learning, wit and ability. In the old days, 
to have an original motto accepted by the ruling sovereign was quite an honor 
— equal we should imagine to receiving an honorary degree from a university. 

It would be foolhardy to claim this compilation of mottoes and their 
translations to be complete; nor do we believe it to be free of error. We do 
believe, however, that it is by far the most complete list ever compiled and 
that the translations are reasonably accurate. It is my hope that it may 
someday encourage one of my betters to continue the project and produce a 
work of lasting importance. 

At the conclusion of the list a bibliography will be given. In the meantime 
I wish to express my thanks to Miss Margaret Y. Henry of New York, for her 
untiring help and advice. 

Abbreviations 

Most abbreviated mottoes have been extended, though in some instances 
it has seemed advisable to retain the commonly accepted abbreviation. Occa- 
sionally, both the abbreviation and the complete motto is given. 
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Deciphering Mottoes 

As it is sometimes difficult to tell which word begins a motto it is often 
necessary to use each word in alphabetical order until it is discovered in the list. 

Use of Letter J 

While J was recognized by the ancients as a different letter it is always 
represented by the same sign as the vowel I. Therefore, the words beginning 
with J have been incorporated with those beginning with I. 

Use of Letter U 

The vowel U was always represented by the letter V. The reason for this 
was because the V was easier to cut into stone and metal. We have retained 
the earlier style for to do otherwise would make the list very confusing. 

Mottoes Other Than Latin 

A few common mottoes in languages other than Latin have been included 
but they do not rightfully belong in the list. It is hoped that they will not 
confuse or lessen its value.

OBITUARIES 


THOMAS G. MELISH, A.N.A. NO. 4520 

Thomas Gatch Melish, 71, chairman of the board of directors of the Brom- 
well Wire Goods Co., 105 East Third St., the second oldest business concern in 
Cincinnati, died Sunday, February 15, of pneumonia at Good Samaritan 
Hospital. 

He had been president of the firm, founded by his great-grandfather in 
1819, for more than 25 years, but retired from the post about four years ago 
because of illness. He remained head of the board of directors. 

Mr. Melish, a native of Cincinnati, lived at 363 LaFayette Avenue, Clifton. 
He was an enthusiastic coin collector; a member of the American Numismatic 
Association; chairman of the board of governors, life member and honorary 
member of the Cincinnati Numismatic Association. He was named by the 
United States Congress to distribute the Cincinnati and Cleveland commem- 
orative half dollars several years ago. 

Mr. Melish was a graduate of the University of Cincinnati and the UC 
College of Law. He served in the U. S. Airplane Production Division and later 
as enemy alien property custodian during World War I. He leaves his widow, 
Mrs. Lawson M. Melish.

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JAMES F, STEWART, A.N.A. NO. 8519 

The Buffalo Numismatic Association regrets to record the death of James F. 
Stewart on December 27th, 1947, ^ter a six months’ illness. He died four days 
after the seventh year of his joining the BNA. All the members will miss his 
quiet and attentive presence at every meeting, until illness made it impossible 
for him to attend. 


Mr . Stewart was born in Oswego, came to Buffalo as a child, and attended 
Public School 28. At the age of 13, he lost his left arm and from that time on 
was characterized by independence and determination to do as much for him- 
self as possible. He first went to work as a stockroom clerk, having had to give 
up his education in his first year of high school, but augmenting his education 
with correspondence courses. In December of 1909, he entered the employ of 
the South Buffalo Railway as a timekeeper. Through the years he held posi- 
tions as clerk, yardmaster and train dispatcher. At the time of his death, he 
was Chief Dispatcher, a position he had held for many years. 

In his early married life, when money was scarce, he tapped shoes and 
made toys for his four young sons. When his oldest boy was about 17, he put 
a full cellar under his home, built a sunporch and three-car garage. He painted 
the house, inside and out, on several occasions. He enjoyed swimming and 
bowling immensely. Driving a car was his most pleasurable accomplishment. 
He and his wife, who doesn’t drive, made many trips in the past ten years, in- 
cluding Canada, Florida, New England, and finally the fulfillment of his life’s 
dream - California. He also made many short trips to Toronto, Rochester, etc., 
in the interest of numismatics. It was often said of him that he lived a fuller, 
more active life, in spite of his handicap, than most men with use of two arms. 

His interest in numismatics began about ten years ago when a nephew 
showed him a Lincoln Penny card and told him about the different U. S. mints, 
etc. From this small start, coin collecting became an intense and absorbing 
hobby for him. His enthusiasm was such that he soon had his family and 
friends watching their change for him. 

After joining the Buffalo Numismatic Association, Monday meeting nights 
became the highlight of the month for him. He especially enjoyed the ANA 
Convention held in Buffalo in August, 1947. 

Mr. Stewart collected only U. S. coins and had complete sets of the fol- 
lowing, as well as secondary sets: Indian Head and Lincoln Head cents. Liberty 
head, Buffalo and Jefferson nickels. Mercury dimes, Washington quarters. He 
had fairly complete sets of Barber dimes, large cents, two- and three-cent 
pieces. Standing Liberty quarters. Barber and Standing Liberty half dollars. 
AT THE TIME OF HIS DEATH, HE HAD A COMPLETE INVENTORY OF 
ALL HIS COINS, WHEN ACQUIRED AND FOR HOW MUCH. 

He was a former vice-president of the Buffalo Numismatic Association, a 
member of Buffalo Aerie 46 of the Eagles, and of the Train Dispatchers Associ- 
ation of North America.

ZION MYERS, A.N.A. NO. 7981 

Zion Myers, 50, a veteran of motion pictures as writer, director and 
producer, died in his sleep of a heart attack Feb. 24th. Myers is perhaps best 
remembered in pictures as the producer who brought Fred Astaire and Ginger 
Rogers together in their first dancing pictures. He was later associated with 
Paramount on the Jack Benny movies, and held production posts at Metro 
and Columbia.

This is undoubtedly Adams 39 and 
the only token he lists for Middle- 
town. Adams lists it under Bakewell 
& Co., but does not mention the name 
W.B. Sears & Co., which appears on 
the piece. It is an unusual card and 
called extremely rare by Adams. Not 
listed by Wright nor is it contained 
in Raymond’s list. According to the 
original envelope the former owner 
paid $15 for it in 1909. 

Waterbury, Connecticut

This firm of Holmes, Booth & 
Hayden, issued another card reading 
“Manufacturers of Lamp Goods.” 
(Ad£ims 32.) The writer has in his 
collection two pieces bearing their 
names, but they do not appear to have 
been issued for advertising purposes. 
One is in brass and one in copper. 
Size 15. -Both are holed and bear the 
numbers 38 and E 192 which are 
stamped on the pieces. It is probable 
that they were used as workmen’s or 
“job” checks. 


San Francisco, California 



“AHA” NOVELTY CO. SAN FRAN- 
CISCO. In centre a large California 
bear walking to left. Reverse: GOOD 
FOR 2 BITS IN TRADE. Two bridle 
bits. Nickel composition. Plain edge, 
thin planchet. Size 15. 

We have been unable to find a list- 
ing of this card in any catalo^e. It 
was purchased by Mr. Mathis in 1903 
and on the envelope he has this nota- 
tion: “A rare card but in bad condi- 
tion. Dr. Wright thinks very rare. 
We believe.” 

(While this piece is rather weakly 
struck it shows absolutely no signs of 
wear, nicks or bruises. Of late years 
we have seen worse pieces called 
“brilliant uncirculated.”) 

It is interesting to note that Dr. 
Wright was President of the A.N.A. in 
1903. He owned a collection of 20,000 
coins and tokens and was a constant 
contributor to The Numismatist.

Polcri looks like a bar-keep of the Gay 
Nineties, yet he could have operated 
at an earlier date. We have no other 
token of the same fabric. The reverse, 
which is blank, shows an indentation 
opposite the face on the obverse. This 
was apparently made by the reverse 
die in order to back up the obverse 
portrait. On the edge there appears 
to be traces of reeding but this may 
have been caused by a rough die when 
the planchet was stamped from the 
sheet of metal. 

If any of our oldtime readers were 
ever acquainted with Mr. Polcri we 
would like to hear from them.

Suggests Recognized Standards 

Dear Sir: 

I have read with considerable inter- 
est the recent communications on 
“condition.” It appears clear, both 
from the expressed opinions and per- 
sonal experience that the definitions 
of condition constitute one of the 
greatest weaknesses, sources of confu- 
sion and even of fraud in the whole 
field of numismatics. The question of 
how many and what terms should be 
used is trivial by comparison. I have 
yet to see a published set of defini- 
tions which carried any real value or 
to find two experienced collectors who 
could uniformly agree in the grading 
of a number of coins. 

Inasmuch as numismatics is so de- 
pendent on condition, it would appear 
that it is both fitting and proper that 
standards which will be recognized as 
official be established. I, therefore, 
suggest that the A.N.A. establish a 
permanent committee charged with 
preparing and publishing such a set of 
standards. 

This would comprise a fully de- 
scriptive definition for each recog- 
nized grade for each coin type or de- 
sign and a set of illustrations taken 
with proper lighting and so enlarged 
as to demonstrate the points men- 
tioned. 

For example, the legibility of LIB- 
ERTY on the Indian head cent is an 
excellent guide for that particular 
coin. If photographs showing the 
grade limits were available there 
would be a great improvement in the 
relations of dealers and customers. 

Such a project would take time but 
would be relatively inexpensive. It 
would reconcile the great discrepancy 
that exists in the meaning of “fine” 
for a coin of 1940 and one of 1800. It 
would enable each collector to put a 
real and fair valuation on his hold- 
ings instead of one weighted by his 
own wishful thinking. 

It may be argued that such a set of 
standards would encounter confusion 
over the subject of wear vs. quality of 
original strike. In my view, a weakly 
struck coin is actually just as poor for 
numismatic purposes as such a com- 
parison would make it.

USEFUL NUMISMATIC TERMS 

By Stuart Mosher 

The beginner will make the ac- 
quaintance of many terms peculiar to 
numismatics. The list following has 
been compiled with the utmost care 
and consideration and contains a lot 
of information that has been gath- 
ered over a period of years from 
many sources. The list favors United 
States coins with a few common for- 
eign terms. Lists of Hazlitt and Frey 
form the basis of the compilation to 
which have been added many terms 
that have been neglected. 

ACCOLATED — An adjective indicat- 
ing two portraits, one overlapping 
the other in the same direction. 
Same as conjoined. 

AE. — Bronze or copper. 

AMULET — Coin, token, or medal 
used as a charm. 

ANEPIGRAPHIC— Pertaining to coins 
without inscriptions. 

ANTONINIANUS - A debased silver 
coin of Rome. 

AR. — Argentum, silver. 

ASSIGNAT — A name given to an is- 
sue of paper money of the French 
Republic, 1790-1795. 

AUTONOMOUS — The right to strike 
money without external license. 

AV. — Av. from Avrium, gold. 

BARTER — The direct exchange of 
one commodity for another without 
the use of money. 

BILLION — A base metal usually ob- 
tained by mixing silver and copper. 

BIT — A cut portion of a silver coin 
(12V^ cents.) 

BLACKSMITH TOKENS - A series of 
tokens of copper and brass issued in 
Canada about 1820. 

BLAND DOLLAR — A once popular 
name for the silver dollars issued in 
the United States between 1878 and 
1904 under the Bland-Allison Act. 

BLANK — The unstruck flan of a coin. 

BOOBY HEAD — The Popular name 
for one of the varieties of the cents 
issued in 1839. It shows a large, 
stupid looking head of Liberty. 


BOUQUET SOUS - See Sou Tokens. 

BRACTEATES — Coins of metal 
stamped from a die on which the 
design is cut in relief. Thus the de- 
sign appears depressed on one side 
and raised on the other. 

BREECHES MONEY - A nickname 
given to the coins of the English 
Commonwealth (1648-1660) on ac- 
count of the shields on the obverse 
resembling a pair of breeches. 

BROCKAGE — An imperfectly struck 
coin usually showing the same type 
on either side, one concave and the 
other convex. Caused by a coin ad- 
hering to one of the dies. 

BRYAN DOLLARS — Satirical pieces 
privately issued during the “free 
silver*’ campaign of William J. 
Bryan, 1896-1900. 

BULLION — Gold or silver, cast in 
bars, ingot, or foreign coins. 

BUNGTOWNS — A name given to 
imitations of English regal half pen- 
nies that circulated in Pennsylvania 
and other states in the latter part 
of the 18th century. 

BUST — The head including at least a 
portion of the collar bone. 

CARTOUCHE — An oval enclosed dec- 
orative panel containing an inscrip- 
tion or decoration. 

CARTWHEEL — Applied to any large 
coins. 

CHECK — An order to a bank to pay 
a specified sum out of the drawer’s 
account. ♦ 

CHOPMARK ~ Referring to Chinese 
countermarks found on coins. 

CHURCH TOKENS — See Communion 
Tokens. 

CLIPPED — Having the edge trimmed. 

COB MONEY — Crude silver coins of 
early Spanish-America. 

COMMUNION TOKENS - Tokens is- 
sued to members of a church con- 
gregation permitting them to attend 
communion service. 

CONCAVE — Shaped like a shallow 
bowl. 

CONDER TOKENS - English tokens 
of the late 18th century described 
by James Conder. 

CONSULAR COINS - Roman coins 
struck under the government of the 
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Consuls from circa B.C. 335-27. 
They are also known as “Family 
coins." 

CONTORNIATES — Roman medallions 
or tokens, 

CONTORNO — An Italian word for 
the edge around the rim of a coin. 

CONVENTION MONEY -Coins struck 
to circulate, by agreement, in more 
than one country. 

COPPER-HEADS — A nickname for 
Civil War tokens. 

CORROSION — The destruction of the 
surface of a coin by exposure to 
atmospheric and chemical effects. 

COUNTER — A token usually in cheap 
metal and often in imitation of a 
real coin. 

COUNTERFEIT - This term is used 
in numismatics both to indicate 
fraudulent issues of rare coins pre- 
pared to deceive collectors, and to 
debased current coins struck to de- 
ceive the general public. 

COUNTERMARK or COUNTER- 
STAMP — A device punched on or 
over the original design of a coin. 

DIADEM — A circle or band of gold 
ornamenting the head. 

DIE — The stamp used to strike the 
design on a coin. 

DOUBLE STRUCK - Showing double 
impressions of the die. 

ECCLESIASTICAL COINS - Those is- 
sued by churches, archbishops, bish- 
ops, abbots, et cetera. 

EDGE — The surface of the thickness 
of a coin. 

ELECTROTYPE — A facsimile of a 
coin produced by the electrolytic 
method. A wax mold of the original 
is suspended in a plating bath util 
a thin shell of metal is formed. 
This shell is then backed with a 
base metal (usually type-metal) and 
the obverse and reverse are joined 
to form the replica. Electrotypes 
exist of nearly all rare coins. 

ELECTRUM — A natural alloy of 75 
per cent silver and 25 per cent gold. 

ENGRAILED EDGE — Having an edge 
formed by a ring of dots or cur- 
vilinear indentations. 

ESSAI or ESSAYS — Pattern or trial 
coins (French.) 

ERERGUE — The lower field of a 
coin, usually on the reverse. 

EXPERT — A noun indicating one 
who has special knowledge. Also 


used as an adjective by those who 
wish to exalt themselves. 

FACE — The obverse of a coin. 

FASCES — A bundle of rods around 
an axe, symbol of Consular au- 
thority. 

FEUCHTWANGER METAL - A com- 
position resembling nickel, named 
after Dr. Lewis Feuchtwanger who 
made tokens of it in 1837. 

FIELD — The blank space on a coin 
not occupied by the design. 

FILLET HEAD — The design in which 
the hair of Liberty is tied with a 
band. 

FLOWING HAIR -Denotes the hair 
flowing loosely. 

FOURRE — A plated coin. 

FUGIO CENT — A copper coin struck 
in 1787 by authority of the Conti- 
nental Congress of the United 
States. 

GILT — A term applied to coins of in- 
ferior metals washed with gold. 

GLOBULAR — Being of considerable 
thickness and small diameter. 

GOBRECHT DOLLARS - Pattern sil- 
ver dollars struck at the Philadel- 
phia mint in 1836, 1838 and 1839. 
They were designed by Christian 
Gobrecht, the assistant engraver. 

GOOD SAMARITAN SHILLING - An 
imitation of the Pine Tree Shilling 
struck in New England and dated 
1652. It was not of official issue. 

HABITANT TOKENS - Tokens issued 
by four banks of Lower Canada in 
1837 and bearing the figure of a 
French-Canadian farmer. 

HACIENDA TOKENS - Private tok- 
ens originating from the owners of 
estates in South America, et cetera. 

HAMMERED COINAGE - Crude 
handmade coins as distinguished 
from the coins made on the mechan- 
ical mill and screw press. 

HARD TIMES TOKENS - A popular 
name for a series of copper tokens 
struck in the United States between 
1837 and 1841. They bear inscrip- 
tions for and against the Bank of 
the United States. 

HARPS — A series of Canadian tokens 
issued about 1820 and bearing on 
the reverse a harp. 

HEAD — The head and any portion of 
the neck. 

HIGLEY COPPERS - Copper three- 
penny pieces struck by John Higley, 
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1737, in Granby, Connecticut. Also 
known as Granby coppers. 

HOMAGE COINS — Coins inscribed to 
pay homage or respect to some 
ruler. 

HYBRID - See mule. 

INCUSE — A sunken design. 

INSIGNIA — Pontifical or military 
badges or ensigns. 

INSCRIPTION — The letters or words 
written across the field of a coin, or 
upon any figure in the device. 

JETON — A counter sometimes used 
as a substitute for small change. 

JUGATE — Placed side by side. See 
Accolated. 

JUNK-COLLECTOR - A contemptu- 
ous term applied by supercilious 
persons to those who collect coins 
of an inferior quality and sometimes 
of minor interest. 

KLIPPE — Square, rectangular or loz- 
enge shaped coins. The division of 
a sheet of metal, after the striking 
process, into squares or other irre- 
gular shapes. 

KNURLED or KNARLED - With a 
reeded, serrated, or “milled edge.” 

KUFIC COINS — Arabian coins bear- 
ing Kufic inscriptions. 

LABARUM— A military standard bear- 
ing the monogram of Christ. 

LEGEND — From the Latin legere, 
the words running around the coin 
inside of the border. 

LENTICULAR — Shaped in the form 
of a lens, being thicker and larger 
in the center and gradually thinner 
towards the edge. 

LESHER REFERENDUM DOLLAR 
— See Referendum Dollar. 

LEVANT DOLLAR - Any dollar used 
in the Levant trade but especially 
the Maria Theresa thaler of 1780. 

LIBERTY CAP — A bust supporting a 
pole, on which is mounted a cap of 
Liberty. 

MADONNENTHALER- A general 
name for coins showing the Virgin 
and Child. 

MAT PROOF — A coin having a dull 
frosted surface. It is sometimes pro- 
duced by artificial means after strik- 
ing. 

MAUNDY MONEY -A name given 
to small English coins that are dis- 
tributed by royalty to the poor on 
Maundy Thursday. 

MEDAL — A piece coined for the pur- 
pose of commemorating some for 


personal merit. It is never intended 
to pass as money. 

MEDALET — A small medal. 

MEDALLION — A large medal. Gen- 
erally applied to large Roman pieces 
found in gold, silver, and bronze. 

MEDIO — A Spanish word meaning 
one-half. 

MILLED MONEY -Coins made by 
the mill and screw process. First 
coined in England between 1561 and 
1575. 

MILLED EDGE - Having a thick 
raised edge produced by a milling 
machine. Not to be confused with 
“reeded edge.” 

MINT MARK — A small letter or sym- 
bol indicating the mint at which 
the coin was struck. 

MINTMASTER — The ofiBcial who su- 
perintends the operations of a mint, 
and in some instances placed his 
initials or monogram on the coins. 

MODULE — The dimension or diam- 
eter of a coin. 

MORTUARY THALER-A coin struck 
after the demise of a ruler to com- 
memorate his reign and acts. 

MULE — A coin made by using the 
dies to two different coins. Some- 
times the result of an error but 
more often caused by a caprice. 

MUTE — Without legend or other 
means of identification beyond those 
furnished by heraldic or symbolical 
devices. 

MUTILATED — Coins with holes, bad 
cuts, scratches, or other serious de- 
fects. Such pieces are usually of no 
value. 

MUTTON HEAD CENT - A popular 
name for one of the Connecticut 
cents of 1787. 

MYDDELTON TOKEN - A copper 
halfpenny dated 1796 for the British 
settlement in Kentucky, and made 
payable by P.P.P. Myddelton. It 
was of English origin. 

NECESSITY MONEY- See Obsidional 
Coins. 

NOTGELD — Money of Necessity. 

NOVA CONSTELLATIO - A series of 
copper and silver coins engraved by 
Wyon, and made in Birmingham, 
England, in 1783 and 1785, for use 
in America. 

NUMISMATICS — The science which 
has for its object the study of coins, 
medals, tokens, and paper money, 
from the point of view of history, 
of art, of portraiture, and economics. 
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OBSIDIONAL COINS -Pieces issued 
during sieges or by beleaguered 
cities, during a scarcity of regular 
currency. They are usually crudely 
struck. 

OVER-DATE — When a die made in 
one year, is used in a later year, by 
engraving one figure over another, 
the piece struck is said to be an 
“over-date.” 

OVERSTRIKE — A coin where a por- 
tion of the design and especially 
the date appears under another de- 
sign or date. 

PADUANS — Counterfeits of ancient 
coins made in Padua, Italy, about 
the middle of the 16th century. 

PATINA — The natural surface cre- 
ated in course of time by the oxida- 
tion of copper coins. 

PATTERN — Trial piece or proposed 
design for a coin. 

PIECE DE FANTAISIE-A coin of 
unauthorized character struck for 
political, religious, or other pur- 
poses. 

PIECE DE PLAISIR — A coin struck 
for a special purpose or in a su- 
perior metal or denomination, in 
very limited numbers. 

PIECE OF EIGHT — Spanish-Ameri- 
can silver coin of eight reales. 

PIEDFORT or PIEFORT - A coin 
struck on a thick planchet. Usually 
a trial piece. 

PIERCED — Some coins or medals are 
pierced for purposes of suspension. 
Others are holed by vandals. 

PITT TOKEN— A copper token struck 
in Philadelphia, 1766, to commem- 
orate the efforts of Wm. Pitt to se- 
cure the repeal of the Stamp Act. 

PLANCHET — The disc of metal on 
which the die of the coin or medal 
is impressed. Also called blank, disc, 
and flan. 

PLATED COIN — A coin of base metal 
with a thin covering of some rarer 
metal. 

PLUGGED — Some gold coins used in 
the West Indies were purposely 
holed and then plugged with gold to 
rectify a deficiency in weight. In 
general, any coin that has been 
holed and then repaired, may be 
said to be plugged. 

PORTCULLIS MONEY - A special 
issue of silver coins struck by Queen 
Elizabeth, 1600-1601, for the use of 
the East India Company. 

POSTAGE CURRENCY - Fractional 
currency issued in the United States 
in 1862 and 1863. They bear repre- 


sentations of postage stamps as part 
of the design. Denominations of 5, 
10, 25, and 50 cents were issued. 

POSTHUMOUS COINS - Struck after 
the death of the person whose name 
appears on them. 

POTIN — A base metal, similar to bil- 
lon. 

PRIVATE COLLECTOR -A term em- 
ployed almost exclusively by cata- 
loguers when they wish to keep the 
source of coins anonymous. Prob- 
ably derived by the illiterate from 
“private collection” which distin- 
guishes the collection of an indi- 
vidual from the collection of a public 
museum. 

PRIVATE GOLD COINS - A term 
used indiscriminately in describing 
any gold coins struck in the United 
States other than those of the offi- 
cial mints. 

PROCLAMATION PIECES - Coins or 
medals bearing a ruler’s proclama- 
tion for his authority of striking 
them. 

PROOF — (See The Condition of 
Coins.) When used in reference to 
paper money, “proof” indicates a 
trial impression taken during the 
various stages of manufacture be- 
fore the plate has been set up for 
regular printing. 

QUARTERINGS — The divisions of a 
shield of arms on a coin. 

RAMPANT — In heraldry, the word 
used to denote a lion, leopard, et 
cetera, reared on its hind legs. 

RE-ENGRAVED — A die that has been 
recut after being worn from long 
use. Also applied to a die that has 
been re-touched before it is used. 

REEDED EDGE — A coin having ser- 
rations running across the thickness 
of the edge from obverse to reverse. 

REFERENDUM DOLLAR -The name 
given to a series of octagonal silver 
tokens issue by Joseph Lesher at 
Victor, Colorado, in 1900. There are 
five main varieties, each one of 
which contains an ounce of coin sil- 
ver. Lesher called them “Referen- 
dum Dollars” because they were to 
be referred to the people for accept- 
ance or rejection. The U. S. Govern- 
ment officials stopped all coinage of 
the pieces and seized the dies. 

REFRAPPES — (French) Restrikes. A 
modern, or at least more recent, im- 
pression from the original die. 

RESTITUTION COINS - Coins that 
have been reissued by other authori- 
ties at a later date. 
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RESTRIKE — A modern, or at least 
more recent, impression from the 
original die. 

REVERSE — From the Latin rever- 
tere, to turn over, is the opposite of 
Obverse. The inscriptions on the 
reverse of a coin are usually con- 
sidered of lesser import than those 
on the obverse. 

RIGHT AND LEFT — The spectator’s 
right and left. 

ROSA AMERICANA — A coinage con- 
sisting of an alloy of brass, zinc, and 
silver (commonly known as Bath 
Metal) issued in 1722-1724 by Wil- 
liam Wood, for use of the colonists 
in North America. 

SACRAMENTAL TOKENS-See Com- 
munion Tokens. 

SAINl- PATRICK’S MONEY - Copper 
halfpennies and farthings struck in 
Ireland in 1678 and brought to New 
Jersey in 1681 by Mark Newby. 
They show King David kneeling and 
playing a harp and, of the reverse, 
St. Patrick with a cross or crozier 
in his hand. 

SALTIRE — Two bars juxtaposed in 
the same manner as the St. An- 
drew’s cross. 

SALVATOR THALER - A Swedish 
coin showing the figure of Christ on 
the reverse. 

SCHAUTHALER — A variety of thaler 
struck as commemorative of some 
anniversary or as a memorial rather 
than for general circulation. 

SCHRAUBTHALER — A thaler that 
has been hollowed and fitted with a 
screw cover. Used to contain mini- 
ature portraits and other small 
keepsakes they were long popular 
in Europe. Occasionally United 
States trade dollars will be found 
that have been made into box-coins. 

SCHUTZENTHALER - A commemo- 
rative issue awarded by authorities 
to successful participants in shoot- 
ing contests. Such issues have long 
been common in Germany, Austria, 
and Switzerland. 

SEDE VACANTE — A term used to 
define a temporary intermission of 
regnal succession. 

SEIGNORAGE — A certain deduction 
from all the bullion which was 
coined, and which was used to de- 
fray the expenses of refining, et 
cetera. 

SENATORIAL COINS — Roman coins 
issued by the authority of the Sen- 
ate. They always bear the letters 
S.C. (Senatus Consulto) 


SERRATED — Coins having notched 
or teeth-like edges. 

SHIN PLASTER — A popular name 
for a note of small denomination. 

SIEGE COINS — See Obsidional Coins. 

SILLY HEAD — The Popular name 
for one of the varieties of the U. S. 
cents issued in 1839. It has an idi- 
otic looking head of Liberty on the 
obverse. 

SLUG — The common name for the 
round and octagonal $50 gold pieces 
issued in California from 1851 to 
1855. 

SOU TOKENS — A series of copper 
tokens issued about 1837 by the 
bank of Montreal, Canada. Fre- 
quently known as “Bouquet Sous” 
because of the fioral design on the 
obverse. 

SPADE GUINEA — An English gold 
coin issued by George III from 1787 
to 1799 and having a spade-shaped 
coat of arms on the reverse. 

SPECIE - Coins. 

STELLA — Pattern $4 gold pieces 
struck at the Philadelphia Mint in 
1879 and 1880. The name is derived 
from the large five-pointed star on 
the reverse. 

SUCTION MARKS — A term describ- 
ing the outline of a design when 
found on the opposite side of a coin 
than on which it was struck. This is 
said to be caused by the release of 
the suction of the dies when they 
part. The tremendous pressure 
causes part of the design to be 
drawn through the planchet. An- 
other explanation of these marks is 
that they are caused by “blanked” 
dies, or dies that have accidentally 
come together without a coin be- 
tween them. Part of the design 
would thus be impressed on the op- 
posite die which in turn would 
transfer the faint design to the coin. 
Either or both of these theories may 
be correct. 

SUTLERS’ CHECKS - Tokens issued 
by army canteen-keepers. 

SYCEE — A general name for the Chi- 
nese boat or shoe shaped silver 
coins. The word in Chinese is “hsi 
ssu” meaning “fine fioss silk,” sic. 
fine silver. 

SYMBOL — The secondary device, 
usually in the field. 

TEMPLE MONEY — Ceremonial med- 
als used in Chinese temples. 

TERRITORIAL GOLD - The once 
popular name for the gold coins 
privately issued in Oregon, Utah, 
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and Colorado from 1849 to 1861. 
Such issues now come under the 
general heading of Private Gold 
Coins. 

TOKEN — A piece usually struck in 
cheap metal in imitation of the cur- 
rent coin of the time and country, 
and issued by a private individual 
or firm. 

TOOLED — Having the device or let- 
tering of a coin brought out in 
higher relief by means of an en- 
graver. 

TOUCH PIECE — A coin carried to 
cure a disease. 

TRADE DOLLAR - Dollar size sil- 
ver coins issued for the purpose of 
stimulating commerce with other 
countries. Notable are those of 
England, Austria, Japan, and the 
trade dollar of the United States. 

TURBAN HEAD— A head surmounted 
by a turban inscribed LIBERTY 
TYPE — The “type" includes every- 
thing on the side of a coin; but the 
type is also used to designate the 
device exclusive of the inscriptions. 

UNIFACE — Showing a design on one 
side only. In other words, the re- 
verse is blank. 

UNIQUE — Cataloguers use this word 
with such happy abandon its true 
meaning is becoming obscured. In 
ordinary usage it means “being the 
only one of its kind." Of late years, 
“almost unique" has been a popular 
term with some coin dealers. 

UNPUBLISHED — Meaning that a 
piece has never been recorded in a 
coin catalogue or other numismatic 
publication. Unless stated on reli- 
able authority, this remark must be 
regarded with much suspicion. It is 
greatly overworked. 

VICARIAT THALER -A thaler struck 
during the time the throne was 
vacant. 

VIS-A-VIS — Indicating that the fig- 
ures or heads face each other. 

WILD CAT MONEY - A popular 
name for notes issued by banks 
having little or no responsibility. 

WIRE-EDGE — Having a sharp rim 
around the perimeter. It is caused 
by excessive pressure in striking. 
Often found on proofs that are 
struck on a hydraulic press. 

WOOD’S COINAGE — A copper coin- 
age of 1722-1724, issued under pat- 
ent for use in Ireland. They were 
rejected there and later sent to 
America. 

WREATH CENT — A popular name 


for the second type of copper cents 
issued in 1793. It was the successor 
of the “chain" cent. 


HOW COINS ARE MADE 

Mints and Mint Marks 
By William L. Clark 

Although many different metals 
have been used at one time or an- 
other and in different countries in 
the manufacture of coins, the com- 
monest are gold, silver, copper, tin 
and zinc. All of our modern coins are 
mixtures or alloys of one or more 
metals to make them stronger and 
more lasting. For example, our gold 
coins were 90% gold and 10% copper 
and silver; our silver coins 90% silver 
and 10% copper; the nickel coins 25% 
nickel and 75% copper; and the cop- 
per coins 95% copper and 5% tin and 
zinc. The pure metals are weighed 
carefully and mixed in the prescribed 
proportions by melting them together 
at a high temperature to form a new 
alloy. This is cast into ingots and 
then annealed or softened by reheat- 
ing followed by immersion in cold 
water. 

The ingots are next passed through 
a series of breakdown and finishing 
rollers which reduce them to a ribbon 
of metal, the exact thickness required 
for the coins. These ribbons are now 
run through a blanking machine to 
punch out circular discs or blanks. 
These in turn are fed into an upset- 
ting machine to form the raised edge 
or collar which appears around our 
coins. All this work has hardened the 
metal which must again be annealed 
as before, and then, after a cleansing 
in acid, the coin blank is ready for 
striking. 

The design of the coin and the fab- 
rication of the dies for striking it are 
the next point for consideration. The 
design is the first step and this is 
sometimes created by the mint en- 
graver and sometimes by artists, in 
public competition, who model their 
ideas in clay on a large scale. Full 
sized copper electrotypes are made of 
both obverse and reverse from plaster 
casts of the accepted design. From 
these electrotypes the design is me- 
chanically reduced to coin size and 
cut in relief on the end of a steel bar, 
called a hub. This hub, which is first 
hardened, is pressed into the end of 
another steel bar to make the dies with 
the design reversed and incuse. The 
dies are then locked in place in an elec- 
trically operated automatic coin press 
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into which the blanks are poured 
through a feeding funnel and down a 
cylinder where they are grasped one 
at a time by the finger-like pincers of 
a moving arm which holds a blank 
firmly in place while the obverse and 
reverse dies are driven simultaneously 
against it. The force of this striking 
is sufficiently hard to cause the metal 
to fiow into every minute depression 
of the dies with one blow. The com- 
pleted coin then drops into a recep- 
tacle, the pincers grasp another blank 
and the process is repeated. 

There are at present three mints 
operating in the United States. The 
Philadelphia mint was established in 
1792 and has used a mint mark on 
only one U. S. coin. This was the 
silver composition five-cent piece 
struck from 1942 to 1945, when a P 
was placed over the dome of Monti- 
cello. During these four years the 
marks of all three mints were thus 
conspicuously displayed on the five- 
cent piece to facilitate sorting the 
nickel composition coin from the sil- 
ver. The San Francisco mint opened 
in 1854 with the mint mark S and the 
Denver mint in 1906 with the mint 
mark D. 

Other mints were established in 
Charlotte, N. C., with the mint mark 
C and at Dahlonega, Ga., with the 
mint mark D. These mints coined 
gold only, from 1838 to 1861. The 
New Orleans mint operated with the 
mint mark O from 1838 to 1909 and 
the Carson City, Nev., mint with the 
mint mark CC from 1870 to 1893. 


BRITISH-AMERICAN COLONIAL 
COINS

The term “Colonial” has come to be 
applied by collectors and dealers alike 
to the whole range of early American 
coins up to the establishment of our 
national mint in 1792. The coins 
themselves fall into two convenient 
chronological groupings, those of the 
strictly Colonial period and those after 
the Declaration of Independence be- 
ginning the early state period. They 
parallel the growth of our ideas of 
nationhood and their collection and 
study will always hold a sentimental 
interest for American collectors. 

The earliest European settlers had 
to depend on such coins as they 
brought with them. In their dealings 
with the Indians and with each other 
wampum and barter lessened the need 
for coins. Trade with the West Indies 


and the home lands brought in sup- 
plies of a variety of foreign coins and 
particularly of Spanish-American sil- 
ver dollars, called pieces of eight 
reales, and their fractions. But the 
necessary payments for imports was a 
constant drain on the short supply. 

In 1652 the first mint in British 
America was established by the Mas- 
sachusetts Bay Colony at Boston. Its 
mint master, John Hull, first produced 
there the plain New England shillings, 
sixpence and threepence and contin- 
ued in succession with Willow Tree, 
Oak Tree and Pine Tree issues ceas- 
ing operations in 1682. These pieces 
were purposely made lighter than the 
English shilling and the Spanish two 
real piece to discourage their export. 
They circulated freely for many years 
and were generally called “New Eng- 
land” or “Boston Money.” 

The only other issue of proven 
American manufacture to appear be- 
fore the revolution is the interesting 
Higley or Granby Coppers. They were 
the private enterprise of John Higley 
of Granby, Connecticut, from a Sims- 
bury copper mine in 1737 and 1739. 

Of almost equal interest however 
are the many issues produced abroad 
especially for circulation in the colo- 
nies. The “Hogge Money” for the 
Sommers Islands, now the Bermudas, 
about 1616, were the first. The Lord 
Baltimore coinage for Maryland fol- 
lowed in 1659. 1694 saw the Carolina 
and New England Elephant Tokens 
and William Wood by royal permit 
produced the profuse Rosa Americana 
coppers of 1722 to 1724. The Virginia 
half pence of 1773 and 1774 had Eng- 
lish sanction. 

Three sorts of tokens originally 
made for Irish circulation are part of 
this series. The first the Mark Newby 
“Patrick’s Pence” were recognized by 
act of the New Jersey legislature in 
1682. William Wood’s Hibernia cop- 
pers of 1722 to 1724, rejected in Ire- 
land, were transshipped to America 
as were also many Voce Populi cop- 
pers of 1760. 

The Revolution ended the English 
prohibitions against American manu- 
facturing of all kinds, including coin- 
ing. New Hampshire was the first 
state to authorize a copper coin. Un- 
fortunately for most collectors, its 
pine tree-harp-American Liberty cop- 
per of 1776 is preserved in only a few 
extremely rare specimens. An equally 
rare copper and a half pence both of 
1776 bear the name of Massachusetts. 
The wave of fast depreciating paper 
Continental currency seems to have 
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barred other coining attempts during 
the war. A possible exception is the 
so-called “Continental Dollar.” Known 
chiefly in type metal or pewter, it 
bears the legends and devices of the 
paper 1776 fractional Continental cur- 
rency with the addition of the words 
“Continental Currency - 1776.” Com- 
pletely ignored by Congress, it was 
produced, according to Du Simetier’s 
1784 notebook, in London probably as 
a satire on the paper currency that 
was becoming a synonym for worth- 
lessness. 

The restoration of peace and the 
immediate resumption of trade with 
England opened a fascinating chapter 
in our coinage annals. Vermont, Con- 
necticut and New Jersey in quick suc- 
cession granted copper coinage privi- 
leges to private contractors who were 
required to give the states a percent- 
age of the coppers coined and who re- 
tained the remainder for their costs 
and profits. Massachusetts established 
its own mint and coined at the state’s 
expense copper cents and half cents 
at a cost of approximately three cents 
for every one coined. The Continental 
Congress itself in 1787 contracted with 
James Jarvis to manufacture the 
Fugio coppers in return for twenty- 
year government obligations and sold 
him a quantity of copper for his start. 

Unauthorized private enterprise 
produced a number of different New 
York coppers, also the Brasher gold 
doubloons, the silver small change of 
I. Chalmers and Standish Barry. Rob- 
ert Morris at Philadelphia had Nova 
Constellatio silver specimens struck 
by Benjamin Dudley for a national 
coinage which was never adopted. 

Besides these domestic products, a 
varied lot of private tokens were im- 
ported. The Nova Constellatio cop- 
pers, the so-called Bar cent, the Mott 
token, the Auctori Plebis, the Georgius 
Triumpho and Kentucky cent are of 
this period. A number of pieces bear- 
ing patriotic mottoes such as the Im- 
mune Columbia, the Confederatios, the 
Excelsior and E Pluribus Unum Eagle 
coppers, the Inimica Tyrannis Amer- 
icana and the Gen. Washington pieces 
are believed to have been produced 
privately either in England or here as 
“sales samples” by bidders for state 
and national coining contracts. 

This flood of early state coppers, 
counterfeit British coppers and pri- 
vately issued tokens all passing at 
many times their intrinsic value 
reached a peak in 1789 when a grow- 
ing refusal to accept them led to an 
extensive depreciation and to a wide 
spread eruption of penny paper notes. 


However, the coppers continued to 
circulate to some extent for many 
more decades long after the mint of 
the United States had begun to fur- 
nish a supply of Federal coins. For 
detailed treatment of these and other 
types necessarily omitted here the 
splendid work of Sylvester S. Crosby, 
Early Coins of America, may be con- 
sulted through the A.N.A. Library and 
in many public libraries. It has re- 
cently been reprinted for wider dis- 
tribution. 


REGULAR UNITED STATES MINT 
ISSUES AND PRIVATE GOLD

The first United States mint was 
erected in Philadelphia and the first 
issues were struck late in 1792, dismes 
and half dismes made from Washing- 
ton’s own silver plate. Cents and half 
cents exclusively were coined in 1793, 
but in such small quantities as to be 
inadequate for the requirements of 
trade. Small denomination coins of 
the states and foreign countries con- 
tinued in use even after the turn of 
the century. Silver and gold coins in 
those early years were lost to Amer- 
ican trade channels owing to the fact 
that most of them were exported or 
melted. After 1800 few gold coins or 
silver dollars were seen in general cir- 
culation. Coinage of the silver dollar 
was suspended in 1803 along with the 
eagle, or ten-dollar gold piece. The 
half-dollar served as the principal sil- 
ver coin for large transactions mov- 
ing from bank to bank. They were 
rarely passed from hand to hand in 
those years which accounts for the 
fact that most dates of half dollars of 
that period are still obtainable in nice 
condition and at fairly low prices. 

There was only a negligible coinage 
of quarters, dimes and half-dimes from 
1794 to 1834. Scarcity of small change 
brought about the use of banknotes 
put out by “wildcat” banks and un- 
derweight foreign coins of many varie- 
ties. The Jackson tokens, similar in 
size to the large cents soon flooded 
the country. These were known as 
“Hard Times” tokens. 

The California gold discovery \^as 
responsible for an interesting series 
of private, state, and territorial gold 
issues in the Western states. The pri- 
vately struck gold coins of Templeton 
Reid and the Bechtlers in Georgia 
and Carolinas were circulated in the 
southeastern section of the United 
States a few years earlier. The pri- 
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vate gold issues were necessity pieces. 
F. D. Kohler as state assayer was 
authorized to stamp ingots with their 
weight, fineness and value. Moffat & 
Co., private assayers, issued similar 
gold bars which served as coinage for 
a brief period. Moffat coined pieces 
somewhat similar to regular United 
States coins, from 1849 to 1853. They 
were associated with United States 
assayer August Humbert and at one 
time or another they issued their 
coins in denominations of five, ten, 
twenty and fifty dollars. Their pieces 
were of full weight and were ac- 
cepted by everyone at face value. 
Other private coiners of the period 
include Norris, Grieg and Norris who 
struck a half eagle in 1849; Cincinnati 
Mining and Trading Co., who pro- 
duced five and ten dollar pieces and 
planned a twenty dollar piece, all with 
the head of an Indian on the obverse; 
The Miner’s Bank which put out a 
ten dollar piece; J. S. Ormsby who 
minted both five and ten dollar coins 
with the initials J. S. O.; The Pacific 
Co. whose coins were probably hand- 
struck and were issued in denomina- 
tions of five and ten dollars and pat- 
terns of one and two and one-half 
dollars in silver and tin. Dubosq & 
Co., former Philadelphia jewelers, 
made five and ten dollar coins and a 
two and one-half dollar trial piece in 
copper. Baldwin made five, ten and 
the first California twenty dollar 
pieces, all of which were under weight. 
Shultz & Co., and Dunbar and Co. 
produced five dollar pieces in 1851. 
Wass Molitor & Co., made five, ten, 
twenty and fifty dollar pieces from 
1852 until 1855, and Kellogg & Co., 
came out with twenty and fifty dollar 
coins in 1854 and 1855. 

Privately struck coins were circu- 
lated in other Western areas as well. 
The beaver coins of Oregon of both 
five and ten dollar denomination have 
an interesting background. The Mor- 
mon gold pieces minted at Salt Lake 
City in 1849 and 1860 in various de- 
nominations from two and one-half to 
twenty dollars are among the interest- 
ing specimens in the pioneer series. 
Colorado claims several gold coin 
series particularly those struck by 
Clark Gruber & Co. in the years 1860 
and 1861 at Denver. Denominations 
struck included $2%, five, ten and 
twenty dollars. Other Colorado coin- 
ers were John Parsons and Co., Tarry- 
all Mines, and five dollar pieces; 
J. J. Conway & Co., $2%, five and ten 
dollar specimens coined in 1861. All 
private gold issues are rare, and their 


history offers one of the most absorb- 
ing chapters of United States mone- 
tary history. 

The regular gold coin issues of one 
dollar and twenty dollars were 
brought out in 1849. Only one speci- 
men of the 1849 twenty dollar, or 
double eagle piece, is known and that 
is in the mint collection now at the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 
ton. 

The new three-cent postage rate 
brought about the coinage of the sil- 
ver three-cent piece in 1851. In 1853 
the three-dollar gold piece was au- 
thorized and was issued regularly 
without change of type until 1889. In 
1853 the weights of all silver pieces 
except the dollar were reduced. Ar- 
rowheads were placed on each side of 
the dates to indicate the change dur- 
ing this and the following two years. 

The law of 1857 brought about a 
reform of the copper coinage. The 
new small cents were coined, at first 
with the eagle device and in 1859 with 
the Indian head. The issues of 1857 
and until 1864 were known as “White 
cents’’ after which the proportion of 
copper was increased and the total 
weight reduced to bring about the 
bronze cents which we have had ever 
since, with the exception of the war 
year 1943 when our cents were com- 
posed of zinc coated steel, and 1944 
and 1945 when the “shell case” com- 
position was employed. The law of 
1857 abolished the half cent, and 
certain foreign coins as legal tender 
in the United States. 

The Civil War brought about a 
small-coin emergency and resort was 
soon made to fractional currency, 
postage currency, encased postage 
stamps, tokens of one-cent size and 
greenbacks. In 1864 the two-cent 
piece was introduced. It was the first 
coin to bear the motto IN GOD WE 
TRUST. It was minted for only nine 
years. A nickel three-cent piece was 
added to the family of coins in 1865 to 
redeem many three-cent currency 
notes issued earlier that year. The 
nickel five-cent piece was struck for 
the first time in 1866 and soon 
crowded the half-dime from popu- 
larity. 

A general revision of coinage laws 
in 1873 resulted in a trade dollar for 
use in the Orient, and a temporary 
halting of coinage of the regular sil- 
ver dollar. In 1878, however, the new 
Morgan dollar was issued, and for 
many succeeding years great quanti- 
ties were minted. 

The brief coinage of the twenty- 
cent piece from 1875 until 1878 was 
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merely an experiment. The public 
complained about its similarity to the 
quarter dollar which spelled its early 
demise. 

No important legislation governing 
coinage other than commemorative 
coinage, has been enacted since 1879. 
The Law of Sept. 26, 1890 governs the 
changes of designs in all denomina- 
tions and forbids such changes unless 
the designs were in existence for 
twenty-five years, except by special 
Congressional action. 

In 1933 an order was issued by the 
President prohibiting the hoarding of 
gold coins. The collectors of coins 
within certain prescribed limits are 
excepted from the provisions, thus 
enabling the numismatists of America 
to preserve the finest of all United 
States mint issues. 

No coins of greater denomination 
than fifty cents have been issued since 
1935.

COMMEMORATI\^ COENS 
Since the days of the Greeks and the 
Romans, coins have served as a record 
of important events and persons.

1947, silver commemorative half dol-

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BOOK REVIEWS 

DICTIONARY OF NUMISMATIC NAMES by Albert R. Frey, with GLOS- 
SARY OF NUMISMATIC TERMS by Mark M. Salton. Published by Barnes & 
Noble, Inc., 5th Avenue and 18th Street, New York 3, N. Y. Price $5. Bound 
in red cloth and stamped in gold. 405 pp. Size 8 by 10 inches. 

Part I is a reissue of Frey’s work which was published in the 50th volume 
of the American Journal of Numismatics just 32 years ago (1916). No addi- 
tions or changes have been made for it has been printed by the off-set method, 
exactly duplicating the original. Frey’s Dictionary has long been recognized as 
a standard reference work and it is fortunate that Barnes & Noble should 
make it available to collectors, in reprint form, at a moderate price. Of late 
years it has been much in demand and even used copies have been priced out 
of reach to the average collector. 

Scholarly Albert Frey was President of the A.N.A. from 1904 to 1906 and 
editor of The Numismatist in 1911. He was a man of rugged individualism, 
profound learning, and colorful personality. At the age of thirteen he entered 
the College of the City of New York, but it was really without instructors that 
he attained his enormous knowledge of mathematics, ancient and modern lan- 
guages, philology, Egyptology, and numismatics. 

As a cataloguer in the old Astor Library, he developed the card-index 
filing system, later modified and adopted, though he sought neither recognition 
nor reward for this achievement. Later he was principal and head instructor 
of the Lyndhurst Public School in Long Island. Tiring of this occupation he 
settled into a job with the New York Customs House. There he remained for 
the rest of his life and was well rewarded for his remarkable talents. 

Part II of the book is a highly useful supplement to the Dictionary. It lists, 
in parallel columns, a glossary of 2800 numismatic terms in English, French, 
German, Italian, and Swedish. They have been re-alphabetized and rear- 
ranged in each of the languages respectively so that the book may be used 
conveniently with literature from other countries. — S. M. 

HAMBURGER BEITRAEGE ZUR NUMISMATIK. New Series. Volume I, 
1947. Hamburg. Sponsored by the Hamburg Numismatic Society, this neatly 
printed booklet proves that the hope of scientific regeneration springs indeed 
eternally. Out of the bomb-scared postwar period comes a numismatic peri- 
odical of quality untouched by wars and famine. 

This first volume contains, naturally, a preponderance of local subjects, but 
then if the local Society would not look after their own numismatic past, how 
is the rest of the country, or the world, expected to do so? 

Salus Generis Humanis,” by Hans Ulrich Instinsky, appropriately opens 
the volume, and this brief, but terse survey of the “Salus” types struck by 
Rome’s various Emperors is indeed “Salus Generis Hamburgensis.” Then fol- 
lows “Hamburg as Carlovingian Mint,” by Walter Haevernick, “The Bibow 
Hoard,” by Otto Schulenburg, the latter a highly specialized and lengthy arti- 
cle on medieval denarii of the “Agrippiner” type, and Peter Berghaus’ “Periods 
of the sterlings in Westphalia, etc.” also on a medieval subject. 

Bruno Dorfmann contributed “Double Shillings and Duetchens,” treating 
the currency edicts of the late 16th Century with authority and incredible 
accuracy. A special division, entitled “Small Contributions,” includes short 
pieces on various local hoards, a medieval stone mould for the casting of Goslar 
brakteates (a highly interesting discovery!), an extensive book review section, 
and finally, minutes of Society meetings. 

Only two plates are contained in this volume; we wish there were more. 
But this will, no doubt, come, as time goes by and gets better.— H. W. HOLZER. 

MI'TTEILUNGEN (Bulletin) of the Austrian Numismatic Society. Vol. V, 
No. 4. August 1947, Vienna. Just received. 

Leo Schindler treats the rarely discussed Byzantine series with an exten- 
sive chronological and numismatic-stylistic approach somewhat marred by the 
absence of live material, i.e. plates or illustrations of typical specimens. Of 
very little value, also, are the days and months, in addition to the years, of the 
rulers — of very little value to the collector, for the historian needs them. The 
balance of the number contains the usual minor items of proceedings and 
reviews, etc.— H. W. HOLZER. 
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THE NUMISMATIC CHRONICLE. 1946. Parts III-IV. London, 1946. 

In this latest volume of the eminent British periodical, Mr. Seltman dis- 
cusses the “Ancient Coinage of Malta*' and thus throws new light on a very 
dark branch of Phoenician numismatics. We would have liked to see the coin- 
age of neighboring Cossura appended to this article, since it is so closely 
related to the Melitan series. Harold Mattingly, our supposedly “retired” friend, 
has several excellent pieces in this issue: his “Dives Anagnia” discusses an 
alleged coin of Cleopatra struck at that city, and mentioned in literature; but 
it is really his “The Monetaiy System of the Roman Empire from Diocletian 
to Theodosius I,” that is the more important piece. 

There are several premises we cannot personally agree with. For once, the 
statement that “alZ the bronze of the period, in theory if not in fact, was sil- 
vered and tariffed above its metal value” seems contradicted by the existence 
of the bronze quinarius and bronze denarius struck with certainty up to and 
including Constantine the Great. We have never doubted that these are de- 
b€ised silver coins rather than silver coated bronze coins, both in theory and in 
fact. The result is pretty much the same, but the intention is not. 

There seems to be some evidence for a division of the follis — specifically 
the co-existence of two decidedly differing sizes of bronze struck as memorial 
pieces under the first and second tetrarchies. We maintain that a special, 
antiquarian standard was maintained for commemorative coins only. This 
series included half folles and quinarii. 

That the Siliqua was a commodity, as Mr. Mattingly implies, is not very 
likely, since such great numbers of these have been found. Also, if it were a 
commodity passing by weight rather than face value, why change its silver 
content and w^eight, as was undoubtedly done under Constantius II? Too little 
attention is paid the importance of the miliarense and its modifications. 

We admit that Dr. Elmer sometimes overstepped the plausible as far as 
“medallions” are concerned, but we also feel that silver circulated freely and at 
set relations to gold. 

Was not the maiorina a companion of the centenionalis, and was not the 
relationship of the values this: Maiorinae or triple centenionalis, maiorina, 

centenionalis or half maiorina, and maiorina? 

We feel that the reform of Julian should be kept out of this; we have a 
Strong feeling he restored not the existing maiorina series, but a sort of 
revived sestertius and as. At any rate, Valentinian went back to the maiorina 
system. 

Let our criticisms and queries not fog the issue — that the problem at 
hand, viz. the fourth Century monetary systems, is among the toughest numis- 
matic nuts to crack. Mr. Mattingly has done more than anyone else to date; 
his hypothesis is a lot clearer than Dr. Elmer's, and a big step forward.— H. W. 
HOLZER. 

NUMISMATIK UND GELDGESCHICHTE. (Numismatics and the History 
of Money.) By August Loehr, Vienna, 1944. 

This little handbook by the head of the famed Kunsthistorisches Museum 
(and former head of the cabinet) gives, in its 47 pages and 16 plates an excel- 
lent, popularly written “course” in general numismatics. It may be had from 
the Museum. — H. W. HOLZER. 

PHYSICIANS ON COINS by James B. McNaught, M.D. published in the 
Stanford Medical Bulletin, Vol. 2, No. 2, and reprinted by Mead Johnson & Co. 

A splendidly written article eight pages long with ten illustrations. It 
traces the history of coinage and then enters the field of medicina in nummis, 
taking in detail the stories of Aesculapius, Salus, Hippocrates, Galen, Mc- 
Loughlin, Billroth, Basanavicius, Sun Yat-Sen, Cruz, and closes with the leg- 
end of Romulus and Remus depicting the most famous nursing problem of 
antiquity solved by a she-wolf. The bibliography is quite complete. — DR. A. F. 
PRADEAU. 

MEDICAL COINS AND MEDALS as published in Ciba Symposia, Vol. 9, 
No. 10, corresponding to January and February 1948 consists of four articles: 

“Collecting Medical Coins and Medals,” “Plagues and Coins,” and “Famine 
and Food Provision in Numismatics,” all by Bruno Kisch, M.D. of Yeshiva 
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University and a distinguished member of the A.N.A. - 24 pages and 38 illus- 
trations. Dr. Kisch needs no introduction as he has contributed extensively to 
his specialty and a review of the above contributions would necessitate copying 
every word; suffice it to say that the subject matter indicated by the corre- 
sponding title is presented in a masterly manner. 

“Small Pox in Medals” is the fourth article and it was written by Joseph 
P. Reich, M.D., also a member of the A.N.A. — It is five pages long and has 
eight illustrations. Dr. Reich begins by stating that “None of the medals that 
was struck in commemoration of epidemics . . . made any particular mention of 
the character of the disease . . . (therefore) when we try to find out to what 
particular disease a certain medal refers, we have to rely on contemporary lit- 
erary sources . . .” and his first illustration is that of a medal commemorating 
the recovery of the Empress Maria Theresa from small-pox. The rest of the 
well documented article may be summarized in the words of Dr. Reich’s “The 
medallic work referring to vaccination bears witness to its triumphal march 
all over the world. It consists of more than one hundred medals struck in 
thirteen countries.” The bibliography is as thorough as the essay. 

The Ciba Pharmaceutical Products, Inc., of Summit, N. J., is to be con- 
gratulated on the presentation of the above articles, also for the additional two 
pages of Historical Notes accompanied by two magnificent illustrations. —DR.

CATALOGUE OF THE COINS OF BELGIUM AND THE BELGIAN 
CONGO AND THE BANK OF THE BELGIAN CONGO. 

A mimeographed publication by Herssens. Being a complete check list in 
mimeographed format 8^^ by 10% inches in size, and covering in minute detail 
every Belgian issue since 1831. In addition there is much other information 
contained in this book which makes it the most comprehensive handbook fur- 
nishing information in the form of check lists of the complete series. It is 
unfortunate that it is not supplemented by illustrations of the types for it 
would then be much more useful. 

It is hoped that it will prove to be a model for numismatists preparing 
check lists of other countries. — D. M. BULLOWA. 

MITTEILUNGEN (Bulletin, monthly) of the Austrian Numismatic Society. 
Vol. IV, 10. Vienna 1946 (just published). 

“Elmer’s Roman Catalogue,” a somewhat belated but highly interesting 
discussion of the thin booklet that the late Dr. Elmer wrote in 1933, and which 
today is considered the basic literature for the advanced Roman specialist, is 
the opening article of this number. Robert Goebl therein shows up some of 
Elmer’s errors — many of which Elmer himself knew and would have corrected, 
had he lived long enough to see the planned revised edition of his work — and 
in general contributes by his constructive criticism materially to the work. 
Every collector of Roman coins worth his scientific salt will no doubt look 
forward to the planned new edition of the Roman Catalogue. 

Among the short notes we find one bearing on the founding of The 
Austrian Byzantine Society, at the University of Vienna, and another one 
explaining a delay in the planned new coinage of schillings due to lack of 
metals. - H. W. HOLZER. 

THE COIN COLLECTOR’S JOURNAL. January-February, 1948. Pub- 
lished by Wayte Raymond, Inc., Box 431, Mineola, New York. 

In this issue is an interesting article on “The Coinage of the Dutch 
Territory of Curacao,” by H. Van Der Leeuw of the Royal Dutch Mint. It 
describes in much detail the first cut coins which were issued towards the 
end of the 18th century, and goes on to cover subsequent coinages up to and 
including all modern issues. Having ready access to all the official records of 
the Royal Dutch Mint, the writer has been able to supply much new and 
valuable information. 

Another installment of “Early American Medals” illustrates and describes 
six issues of the early 19th century. Other departments include two pages of 
“Story and Design of Modern Coins,” “Canadian Coin Notes,” by J. Douglas 
Ferguson, “Hispano-Americana,” by Robert I. Nesmith, and notes on new issues 
of coins. Damon G. Douglas contributes some interesting newspaper items 
regarding early counterfeiting in America.

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CROOKS KEEP SECRET SERVICE BUSY 

Special Dispatch from the Treasury Department, Washington 

An influx of counterfeit American currency from Europe has helped push 
bogus money seizures toward prewar proportions, James J. Maloney, Chief 
of the United States Secret Service reported recently. 

Chief Maloney reported to Secretary Snyder that such seizures of bills and 
coins during the fiscal year ended June 30, totalled $256,000, of which sorpe 
$60,000 represented counterfeits made abroad. Total seizures the previous fiscal 
year were $75,000. There were 92 arrests and 69 cohvictions for counterfeiting 
in 1947. 

Practically all of the alien contraband, which came in on the persons of 
seamen and other travellers, or in mail, or bank remittances from abroad, was 
detected and removed from circulation before it could reach United States 
storekeepers. The notes were usually of poor quality types known to the 
Ser\ice before the war, but there was evidence of some new counterfeiting 
activity both at home and abroad. 

Chief Maloney also reported that theft and forgery of Government checks 
and bonds continued to mount. He urged owners of Government obligations 
to exercise great care to prevent such thefts; and merchants, banks and other 
handlers to require positive identification of persons presenting such obliga- 
tions for payment. 

The Secret Service head pointed out that recent legislation enacted by the 
Congress and signed by the President makes Terminal Leave Bonds held by 
former service men eligible for redemption after September 1, thus widening 
the field for criminal depredations. Mr. Maloney said banks can insure them- 
selves against major losses if they will insist on veteran discharge papers as 
identification before cashing this type of bond. It also would be to the advan- 
tage of the veteran to have with him separation papers when cashing Terminal 
Leave Bonds. 

During the year just closed, the Service investigated some 28,000 forged 
Treasury checks, totaling $2,000,000, and obtained nearly 2,000 arrests and 
convictions. They completed investigations of 16,000 forged bonds, with a 
maturity value of $1,800,000, and reported some 300 arrests and convictions 
in these cases. 

Enforcement work of the Secret Service during the year produced sev^eral 
bizarre features. One was the appearance on the West Coast of hand-drawm 
notes reminiscent of the operations of the notorious “Jim the Penman” in 
the late 1800’s. 

The modern artist was skillful enough to pass nine of his $5 and $10 bills on 
unwary shopkeepers. He is being sought by the Treasury agents. “Jim the 
Penman,” whose real name was Emanuel Ninger, produced remarkably decep- 
tive $100 notes over a period of years, working in a secret attic studio in his 
home in a suburb of New York City. He fell to grief when he plunked down 
one of his bills on a wet bar in payment for a glass of beer. The ink ran, and 
the bartender held Ninger, and called the police. 

Another unusual case, in which a dead woman “indorsed” a check, involved 
a $40 pension payment made out to the aged, illiterate widow of a Cheyenne 
Indian who served the Army as a scout during the Indian wars. She had 
indorsed all her checks by thumbprints. Two days after the woman died, rela- 
tives took her newly arrived check to the funeral home, borrowed an ink pad, 
and affixed the thumbprint to make the check negotiable. 

The expedient was discovered, and payment on the check was stopped by 
the Treasury. The relatives agreed to work out the amount for the merchant 
to whom they had tendered the check in payment for a grocery bill owed by 
the dead woman. 

One youthful forger donned women’s clothes to obtain a job as a maid in a 
rooming house, where he was able to pilfer Government bonds belonging to 
tenants. 

Among forgers arrested was Alfred B. Parkhurst, of Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts, son of a Harvard University official. Parkhurst stole more than 50 
Government checks from Harvard students before he was apprehended. He 
was sentenced to two years in Federal prison, and subsequently to 2^ to 4 
years additional on State charges. 
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Secret Service agents spent two and a half years tracking down the foster 
parents of a young soldier’s wife, the parents not only allegedly having secretly 
appropriated and cashed the wife’s allotment checks while her husband was 
fighting in the Pacific, but absconded with the couple’s son, then 2% years old, 
when the imminent return of the soldier threatened exposure. The young 
father saw his son for the first time when he fiew to Alaska after the appre- 
hension of the couple. 

Treasury agents often were only hours behind the foster parents and the 
child in a search that extended through many States, and into Central America 
and Mexico. The trio finally was traced to an Alaska-bound boat, and the 
fugitives were apprehended after they landed at Juneau. Forgery charges 
have been filed against the woman. The pair had resorted to elaborate efforts 
to prevent apprehension, including transshipment of letters to be mailed from 
places remote from their hideouts. 

The most ambitious domestic currency counterfeiting case smashed by the 
Secret Service during the year brought a five-year prison term to the ring- 
leader, Joseph Paternoster. Seven accomplices received sentences ranging 
from two years’ probation to five years’ imprisonment. Undercover operations 
by an agent ,who worked his way into the confidence of the gang broke the 
case, and culminated in seizure, at Newark, New Jersey, of $110,000 in bogus 
$20 notes. 

Kenneth Edward Stevens, alias Edward Hanley, was given a four-year prison 
term on a plea of guilty after agents and Gary, Indiana, police arrested him 
as the “lone wolf” maker of another bogus $20 note. 

A different type of counterfeiting sent John James O’Grady, 47 years old, to 
prison under a 33-year sentence. O’Grady, who has a long criminal record, was 
arrested at Fargo, North Dakota, on May 24, for issuing checks purported to 
be drawn on the United States Navy. He victimized storekeepers in some 17 
cities before he was apprehended in the uniform of a Naval warrant officer. 
The 33-year sentence imposed upon him is one of the heaviest on record for 
such an offense.

The second semi-annual convention of the California State Numis- 
matic Association was held at Hotel Californian in Fresno, California on 
February 21-22, 1948, the first anniversary of its organization in Santa 
Barbara in 1947. 

With a total membership of 320 after one year’s existence, over a 
hundred members came from all parts of California and from as far 
away as New York to attend the first anniversary convention. 

All convention activities were held on the mezzanine floor, and 
members and visitors were able to make the most of their time between 
meetings, banquet, luncheon, and the rooms housing the exhibits by 
members and the dealers bourse. Numerous showings of the sound film 
“Know Your Money” were well attended. 

The banquet was highlighted by an address by Mr. Kosoff of 
Numismatic Gallery on “Private Gold Coinage of California”; and Jack 
Ogilvie of Hollywood read an interesting paper on the early history of 
the A.N.A. at the noon luncheon on Sunday. 

Officers re-elected for another year were Dr. Calvert L. Emmons 
of Ontario, President; David L. Redfield of San Francisco for Vice- 
President; Leonel C. Panosh of San Diego for secretary- treasurer ; and 
Stewart J. Bingham of Pomona for librarian-curator. Elected to serve 
on the Board of Governors were Col. Charles Steele of San Francisco, 
Ralph A. Mitchell of Bakersfield, Everett Ostorm of Kingsburg, John 
E. Lenker of Redlands and J. R. Stewart of Chino.

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THE COINAGE OF BRAZIL 

By FRANK J. KATEN, L M. 132 

The collecting of Brazilian coins offers the serious student of numis- 
matics a very real challenge. The coinage is rich in the varieties of 
shapes, metals and denominations employed. The reawakening of Ameri- 
can collectors and the tremendous interest of Brazilian collectors test 
the acumen of the searcher for new acquisitions. 

Brazil is the largest of the Latin American countries. Alvarez de 
Cabral, a Portuguese, in the year 1500 was driven upon its coast by a 
storm. He called it the Land of the Holy Cross which subsequently was 
changed to its present name by the abundance of red dye woods found 
there. 

For 321 years or until 1821, Brazil was a province of Portugal. Until 
the year 1695 with the establishment of its first mint at Bahia, its coin- 
age was that of its mother country. The one exception was the coinage 
of square uniface emergency gold and silver pieces struck by the Dutch 
at Pernambuco. These were used primarily for local requirements, espe- 
cially for the payment of troops who were then at war with Portugal. 
They were struck from 1644 to 1654 and are extremely rare. 

The reign of Peter n (1695-1707) produced coins from its new mint 
at Bahia as well as the Rio de Janeiro mint established in 1698. Coins 
were also made at the Pernambuco mint used 50 years before by the 
Dutch. Copper coins were also made at the Portugal mint. The obverse 
design used is the now familiar large crowned arms and the globe super- 
imposed on a cross for the reverse. This design was used by the follow- 
ing rulers: John V, 1707 to 1750; Joseph I, 1750-1777; Maria I and her 
consort Peter HI, 1777 to 1786; and the queen alone to 1805. 

Most collectors know that the Reis is a unit of small denomination. 
Moreover, it is a purely imaginary unit as no coin of so small a denomina- 
tion has ever been issued. 

Copper coins were issued in denominations of 1, 2, 3, and 4 

Vintems. A Vintem being equal to 20 Reis. Eighty Reis was a Testoon, 
320 Reis a Pataca, 400 Reis a Crusado, 480 Reis a Sello and 1000 Reis a 
Milreis. Gold coins were issued in various multiples of 400 Reis denom- 
inations. The 6400 Reis denomination was the Half Dobra or famous 
“Half Joe.’^ This coin circulated extensively in the United States prior 
to 1820. It was often blamed by our ancestors for the high cost of living. 
A popular quip on eating a high priced article of food was “like swallow- 
ing Half Joes.'’ 

Among the rarest and most interesting Brazilian coins are gold bars 
which circulated during the latter part of the 18th and early in the 19th 
centuries. These bars are approximately 3 inches in length and a half 
inch wide and weigh between 3 and 4 troy ounces. They are the product 
of gold dust found in the beds of streams. This gold dust was by law 
bound to be taken to the Imperial smelting houses, where 1/5 was 
retained for the Imperial Family. The remainder of the dust was made 
into bars which were weighed, stamped, assayed, numbered and then 
returned to the owner accompanied by a certificate. The bars with the 
certificate acted as a circulation medium but it was against the law to 
export them. Eventually they found their way to the Imperial Mint at 
Rio de Janeiro where they were paid for in gold coin valued at slightly 
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higher than 6%. The Emperor retained the difference as seigniorage. 

In 1797 Queen Maria, having become insane on account of the cruel 
execution of the Tavora family, her son John began to administer Por- 
tugal and the colonies under a regency. In 1805 his name appeared on 
Brazil’s coins as Prince Regent. Several years later in 1807 Portugal was 
seized by the French under Napoleon I. The entire royal family and most 
of the nobles fled to Brazil where they remained until 1821. The Prince 
Regent, having reached his majority in 1816, had been declared King 
and his full title of John VI appears on coins from that date. All coin- 
age of Portugal as well as her colonies were minted in Brazil during the 
period of 1807 to 1821. 

King John VI returned to Portugal in 1821, leaving his son Dom 
Pedro in Brazil as regent. A year later at the outset of the revolution, 
Dom Pedro threw in his lot with the Independent Party who proclaimed 
him Emperor of Brazil. His full title was Petrus I, by the Grace of God, 
Constitutional Emperor and Perpetual Defender of Brazil. In 1831 Dom 
Pedro abdicated in favor of his son who was proclaimed Emperor Petrus 
n. His son, who was then in his sixth year, was not crowned until 1841 
when he became of age. He continued to rule until the formation of 
the Republic on Nov. 15, 1889. 

The coinage of the Empire of Brazil is an extensive one. Only one 
type was used during the 10-year reign of Petrus I. The obverse shows 
the value in a wreath and the reverse has the crowned arms between 
branches. Petrus H, during his long reign, had 3 different- systems of 
coinage with the third producing 4 types. It was during his reign also 
that the first nickel coin was introduced in Brazil. A great many branch 
mints or assay establishments were opened for varying periods. Among 
them were Sao Paulo, Cuyaba, Goias and Minaes Geraes. In addition 
there were many local countermarks on coins of the Empire generally 
reducing their value by half. 

The copper coinage of both rulers, minted between 1824 and 1832 
consisting of 10, 20, 40 and 80 Reis pieces were countermarked in 1836 
and 1837. They were stamped with values to circulate at half their 
face value. 

The coinage of the Republic is rich in medallic art. There are many 
series of commemorative coins. Five pieces in silver were minted in 1900 
to observe the 4th Centennial of the Discovery of Brazil. The largest 
piece, 4000 Reis, shows Alvarez de Cabral in full length holding a flag in 
one hand and hat in the other with the Southern Cross in the foreground. 
The reverse depicts the arms of Portugal in 1500 and Seal of Brazil in 
1900. Another attractive series of commemoratives are six pieces issued 
in 1932 to celebrate the 400th anniversary of the Colonization of Brazil. 

Brazil has honored many of her famous men on coins. This series 
began in 1935 and ended in 1938. It may have been the source of inspira- 
tion to our own Post Office department as 35 stamps honoring Famous 
Americans were issued during 1938 and 1939. The Brazilian coins gen- 
erally show a head on the obverse with the reverse depicting the field of 
endeavor of the man honored such as lyre, book, lamp of learning, etc. 
Some of these coins are struck in both silver and aluminum bronze. 

Another series of commemoratives was struck in 1922 to celebrate 
the 100th Anniversary of Independence. The 500, 1000 and 2000 Reis 
pieces show the busts of Dom Pedro I and President Pessoa. The reverse

shows the torch, crown and liberty cap crossed. The design used for the 
500 and 1000 Reis denomination in aluminum bronze was issued in 
accordance with Decree No. 15620 dated August 19, 1922. Of particular 
interest is the erroneous but intentional spelling of BBASIL. Very few 
of the 500 Reis issue got into circulation and it is much rarer than the 
1000 Reis. 

In 1924 the Wall Street Journal reported that plans for the financial 
reform of Brazil had been submitted by the Chamber of Deputies. The 
program envisioned creation of a new unit to be called the cruzeiro to 
be divided into 100 parts. However, it was not until 1942 during the 
administration of President Getulio Vargas that this became an accom- 
plished fact. 

President Vargas, who assumed office in 1938, continued the issu- 
ance of Reis pieces. Four denominations, 100, 200, 300 and 400, were 
issued in 1938 in copper nickel bearing his head to left. Coinage of these 
pieces was continuous to 1942. In that year 2 types are noted, one having 
a higher content of copper. It is interesting to note that 3 coins were 
issued in 1939 to honor celebrated men. These coins, 500, 1000 and 2000 
Reis, are the last commemoratives issued under the old monetary unit. 

The new monetary standard was issued as Decree No. 4.791 dated 
October 5, 1942, and became effective November 1, 1942. The country’s 
newspapers featured the story on page 1 with bold headlines. The one 
I have here from Rio is typical. Pamphlets were sold on the streets giv- 
ing the decree in full. I am fortunate in having this copy. Article III 
specified the values 1, 2 and 5 cruzeiros and 10, 20 and 50 centavos with 
millimeters of 23, 25, 27, 17, 19 and 21 respectively. It also decrees the 
obverse, reverse and edging of the coins in addition to specifying the 
exchange rate of 1 Cruzeiro corresponding to 1000 Reis. 

Our present administration in Washington must have taken note of 
Article IV as it specifically prohibits the minting of commemoratives 
under any pretext. 

Article VI establishes paper money values in Cruzeiros. The follow-

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NOTES ON THE 1948 ASSAY COMMISSION 

By H. M. Abbott, Scarsdale, New York 

Since most of the details surrounding the duties of the Conunission were 
so well stated in the April 1947 issue of The Numismatist there is no need to 
duplicate this outline here. 

The members of the 1948 Annual Assay Commission met at the Phila- 
delphia mint Wednesday, February 11 — as prescribed by law — to conduct the 
assay of silver U. S. Coins produced at the Philadelphia, Denver and San 
Francisco mints during 1947. 

Members of the Commission appointed by the President were C. A. Young 
(who was elected Chairman), Captain O. H. Dodson, C. M. Kaufman, August C. 
Stenger, Chas. J. McGrath, Mrs. Margaret M. Cobb, Thos. J. Dannaher, Mrs. 
Reeve Schley, Dr. Wilmer Souder, Mrs. Irvin Reid, Mrs. Michael Sura and 
Howard M. Abbott. 

Ex-OflBco Members present were Judge William H. Kirkpatrick and Joseph 
S. Buford. 

The Hon. Nellie Tayloe Ross, Director of the Mint, addressed the Commis- 
sion and outlined their duties. She also introduced to the Commission the 
Superintendent of the Philadelphia mint, Edwin H. Dressel, the Assistant 
Superintendent, Mrs. Helen C. Moore and Mr. Paul J. Dowd, and Mrs. Mar>’ K. 
Mann — who acted as Secretary to the Commission and the other officials and 
assistants. 

It is comforting to know that such a highly important function of our 
Government, especially cherished by us numismatists, is in such efficient and 
capable hands. 

The great precision and close tolerances maintained upon so tremendous 
a production (in excess of 10,000,000 coins per twenty-four hour day at the 
Philadelphia Mint alone) is really most remarkable. 

Most of us fail to realize that the production of coins is as involved as 
any other tremendous enterprise, complete with the usual problems plus sev- 
eral problems peculiar to that specific business. The one notable exception to 
this statement is the little matter of competition — the mint is somewhat less 
tolerant of competitors than private industry. 

All phases of the assaying work is most interesting but analyzing coins for 
fineness seems a bit more fascinating than counting and weighing. The coins 
that are tested individually are rolled out, through steel reducing rolls, to strips 
of about 1/10,000 of an inch in thickness. The strip is then chopped to very 
small pieces and dissolved in nitric acid. Salt solution is then added to precipi- 
tate the silver and the silver content can be calculated from the amount of salt 
solution required to completely precipitate all of the silver. 

In June of 1947 the tolerance on fineness of the silver coins was increased 
from three thousandths to six thousandths when compared with the legal 
standards. In spite of this somewhat greater allowance we found the coins 
tested well within the older, more narrow range. 

The reason for increasing this tolerance is interesting. 

An improvement in the rate of production has recently been made whereby 
two coins are struck simultaneously. This requires a silver ingot just about 
twice the former size. In rolling the ingots out to strips there is some migra- 
tion of the metal used as alloy (copper — 10%) toward the outer edges of the 
strip. Consequently, the wider the strip the greater the variation of the silver 
content between the center of the strip and the edge. Hence the need for a 
little greater tolerance for the wider strips. 

This also means that that edge of a coin from near the center of the strip 
will be a little finer than the opposite edge of the same coin — the opposite 
edge, of course, being toward the outside edge of the strip. 

The Commission included three numismatists; Captain O. H. Dodson, of 
Washington, D. C., who served on the Weighing Committee; E. M. Kaufman 
of Toledo, Ohio, who served on the Counting Committee; and of course, the 
writer of Scarsdale, N. Y., who served on the Assay Committee. 

Mrs. Ross stated that the newly designed Franklin half dollar would be in 
production within a matter of weeks now. The design, which we saw at the 
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mint, is beautiful and should result in a very attractive issue. We learned from 
other sources that the idea for the design originated with Mrs. Ross, thereby 
adding a fine sense of beauty to her many other virtues. 

The last issue of the current type half dollar was 1947; no halves will be 
struck for 1948 until this new Franklin design goes into production. 


NOTES OF THE DANISH BRIGADE 

By HARVEY L. HANSEN, San Jose, Calif. 

Immediately after the liberation of Denmark from the Nazi rule in 
1945, the British military authorities asked that the Danes train and 
send a troop contingent to relieve a corresponding number of British 
occupation forces in Germany. Originally it appears that the request 
was for 10,000 men, but as the guarding of about 200,000 German 
refugees in Denmark created great problems for a large part of the 
small Danish army, it was decided that a brigade of about four to five 
thousand men should be sent. Their training was completed in the 
spring of 1947 and they were sent to Germany, where they have done 
duty as occupation troops with headquarters in Oldenburg. 

The Royal Danish War Department has issued notes in six denom- 
inations for the use of these occupation troops in their own military 
establishments. These notes are printed in color on white paper with 
the lettering in black on the obverse and on the reverse the printing is 
in the same color as the body of the note. 

Obverse: The design is as follows: 

Inside a small white margin, a border of leaves inside of which and 
to the left appears the coat of arms of the War Department, while the 
balance of the space is filled with the King’s monograms CXR (Christian 
X). The inscription on the obverse is as follows: Den danske Brigade 
(The Danish Brigade). — Denne Seddel maa Kun bruges som Betalings- 
middel indenfor den danske Brigades militoere Etablissementer efter de 
herfor givne Bestemmel ser (for use only as means of payment in the 
military establishments of the Danish Brigade in accordance with given 
regulations). — Udstedt af Det Kongelige danske Krigsministerium 
(issued by the Royal Danish War Department). 

All notes are numbered on the obverse and the denomination is 
shown in the center of the note. 

Reverse: Inside a small white margin, a border of leaves filled by 
numerous monograms of the King, with the denomination shown in the 
center of the note. Below and inside the border of leaves the regulations 
as to the use of the notes are shown in English and German.

Claims He Is Thoroughly Confused 

Dear Sir: 

I have only been collecting coins for 
the past two years but during all of 
said time a good deal of space has 
been taken up setting out various 
views as to the classification of the 
condition of coins. 

I think I have read all the articles 
published in the last couple years in 
your magazine relative to this matter 
and have to say that I am as thor- 
oughly confused now as I was in the 
beginning. 

The thought has occurred to me 
that with the large number of Indian 
head cents available, the dealers could 
put out and sell in sets, Indian head 
cents which met with their ideas of 
the proper classifications. In other 
words, they could sell one each of the 
following: fair, good, very good, fine, 
extremely fine, and uncirculated. I 
do not believe it would be necessary 
to go into the proof condition. Same 
could be done with other minor coins. 

A set such as above, could in my 
opinion be sold very cheaply and a 
collector could learn more from it 
than pages explaining the different 
classifications. 

This procedure appears to me to be 
so simple as well as logical that it 
must have been suggested numerous 
times before and found impractical, 
however, I am giving it to you for 
what it is worth.

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Thinks Approvals Abominable 

Anent discussions recently in The 
Numismatist between Burton H. Sax- 
ton, one of our most articulate pro- 
mulgators of a return to normalcy in 
coin grading, and others, including 
Laurence Howe in the February issue, 
a number of stones have been thrown, 
mostly it seems, missing their mark. 
It is clear at least that Mr. Howe’s 
missiles struck Mr. Saxton no more 
than a glancing blow, judging from 
our Business Manager’s rebuttal in 
the same issue. 

May I interject a different approach 
to the subject, which may not be new, 
but which seems to me to get at the 
basic reasons for wide latitudes in 
grading, and may eliminate some of 
the excuses for misgrading. 

In the first place, it is quite factual 
that there are two terms on which 
all numismatists are in agreement, 
namely. Uncirculated and Proof. 
(There might possibly even be some 
difference of interpretation in the lat- 
ter term, as witness the offerings in 
late years of branch mint “Proofs.” 
However, condition is not the deter- 
mining factor here.) Now, why is 
there agreement at this level? Be- 
cause these terms represent a stand- 
ard of definite mechanical and phys- 
ical perfection. 

Any other representation bespeaks 
a comparative measure of degradation. 
However, the vocabulary of trade be- 
ing woefully limited, the words uni- 
versally used, even without adjectival 
qualification, are subject to wide lati- 
tudes of meaning in any lingual inter- 
pretation. “Fair” — “Good” — “Fine” — 
divorced from any Numismatic associ- 
ation may connote anything from ab- 
solute equality to at least half the 
range between nonentity and perfec- 
tion. 

Now, what if the words have come 
by themselves to represent hazy zones 
of comparative condition in the nu- 
mismatic world? By their very eth- 
nology, they are subject to righteous 
differences of interpretation when 
used to describe a coin. Qualify them 
with “about,” “nearly,” “very,” “ex- 
tremely,” and you have merely put 
more marks on the yardstick without 
restricting or defining its total length. 

But why are any of these words 
used? To indicate a departure from 
perfection! By what agencies are 
these departures made? Wear, de- 
facement, oxidation, die defects, 
planchet irregularities, metallic qual- 


ity? Each coin bears its own prima 
facie evidence of the action of these 
agencies upon it. 

Therefore why must we use an arti- 
ficial scale when an actual one is at 
hand? If a coin shows wear on high 
spots, if it has light or heavy 
scratches, if it is bent, if words or 
legend are illegible wholly or in part, 
let us state these facts. Then regard- 
less of age, rarity, seller’s cupidity or 
novice’s ignorance this set of facts is 
true of this coin, and no one need hag- 
gle over whether his “very good” is 
better than another “fine.” A buyer 
need only compare coin with descrip- 
tion, and the student may get a fairly 
accurate picture without having the 
coin in his possession. Approvals (an 
abominable method of trade both to 
buyer and seller) may be virtually 
eliminated, and mutual suspicions 
practically abolished. 

So — let’s say goodbye to “Fair,” 
“Good,” and “Fine” except with ref- 
erence to the weather, and may they 
rest in peace with their illegitimate 
offspring “nearly,” “about,” “very,” 
“extremely,” “semi,” ad nauseam.

Reedings Not Difficult to Count 
Dear Editor: 

I’ve been trying to count the reed- 
ings on our coins and seem to be 
getting nowhere fast. Despite my 
unsuccessful attempts I am convinced 
that the reedings vary according to 
year and type. Perhaps one of my 
fellow collectors can tip me off on 
how to count the darn things. And 
when numismatists speak of “reeding” 
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do they mean the indentations or the 
saw teeth on the edge of a coin? 
Thanks a lot.

Note: We believe that reeding 
refers to the “saw teeth" on the edge 
of a coin and not the indentations. It 
takes a little patience to count the 
reedings but it can be done. We took 
a Morgan type silver dollar of 1921 
and experimented with it. First we 
tied silk thread around the diameter 
of the coin, so as to give us starting 
and ending points. Then we rolled it 
hard over a piece of new carbon paper, 
under which was an ordinary piece of 
white paper. The reeding on the cir- 
cumference of the coin, which is about 
4 5/7 inches, showed up plainly. We 
didn’t count them but they roughly 
run forty to an inch. 

Perhaps one of our readers can sug- 
gest a better system of counting the 
reedings and if they do we will pub- 
lish it. It’s an interesting study and 
well worth the time of any collector 
who has the curiosity, patience and 
eyesight to tabulate them. — Editor

A smaller token, issued by the Ded- 
ham Transit Lines, Inc., is good for 
one fare on the Dedham busses. It 
pictures a bus on each side. This 
token can be obtained for ten cents 
(100) from Frank Shumway, 420 Mt. 
Vernon Street, Dedham, Mass. 

Collectors of transportation tokens 
will certainly appreciate the thought- 
fulness of Messrs. Walton and Shum- 
way in offering to supply these tokens 
at cost. Would it not be a good idea 
if all the current transportation tok- 
ens were made available to collectors 
in the same manner. The Numis- 
matist would be pleased to publicize 
any issues that can be supplied by 
collectors.

Modern Encased Postage Stamp 

C. A- Brownell of 607 Orange Ave., 
Clearwater, Florida, has sent us two 
of his business cards which are in the 
form of encased stamps. The 5 and 
10 cent Cipex issue of 1947 are set in 
round metal frames very similar to 
Mr. Gault’s method of 1862. 

They make an unusual card and an 
interesting addition to a collection of 
either stamps or coins. We like them 
for they add two items to our collec- 
tion of cards and tokens issued by and 
for numismatists. We now have over 
200 of them. 


English Silver Coins at a Premium 

The scheme of the British to repay 
the 411,000,000 ounces of silver, bor- 
rowed during the war from the United 
States, by melting down their silver 
coins is not working out so well. The 
silver coins which are being replaced 
with new copper-nickel ones are find- 
ing their way into the black market 
instead of into the government’s melt- 
ing pot. 

The black market racketeers will 
pay as much as 25 percent over face 
for any silver coin issued before 1921 
when the silver content was reduced. 
'This is causing a serious shortage of 
coinage and large concerns have much 
difficulty in making up their payrolls. 
The banks ration coins, for the new 
ones are not being manufactured fast 
enough to replace the ones melted 
by the racketeers.

THE EDITOR’S CORIVER 


A.C.D.A. Favors “About Uncirculated” 

The American Coin Dealers Associ- 
ation recently adopted Burton H. 
Saxton’s suggested list of terms for 
classifying the condition of a coin 
iTlie Numismatist, page 727, Oct. 
1947) but to his list they added the 
curious classification “about uncircu- 
lated.” Why they did this we do not 
know. It may have been to protect 
the buyer so that he will not expect 
too much when he buys a coin de- 
scribed as “about uncirculated.” Or 
it may have been because they felt 
the other terms in the list did not 
adequately describe a coin that could 
be called uncirculated if it were not 
for a little wear and tear. 

Whatever the reason we urge them 
to reconsider it. 

The English language is not static 
but there are certain rules that should 
be followed by those who would im- 
prove on it. We believe our numis- 
matic word “uncirculated” belongs 
among our absolute terms and that 
no attempt should be made to adul- 
terate it. It is in the same class with 
such words as false, genuine, honest, 
chaste, healthy, honest, religious, po- 
lite, profitable, or pregnant. Try 
using the word “about” with any of 
those. What have you got? Nothing! 

We admire the good work the 
A.C.D.A. has accomplished during its 
short existence and we predict great 
things for it in the future. But the 
adoption of the term “about uncircu- 
lated” abuses the one remaining abso- 
lute term used in classifying the con- 
dition of a coin and we can think of 
no reason for such a decision. 

A coin is either uncirculated or it 
isn’t uncirculated and if a dealer can’t 
make up his mind about it he should 
look at it more carefully; for there is 
certainly a term in Mr. Saxton’s list 
by which it can be accurately described. 


Suggests Dealers Use Less “Bull” 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

I would like to add my comments 
to the contributions of Messrs. Saxton 
and Ross, on the subject of “STAND- 
ARD CLASSIFICATION” and hope 
to have a reply from the American 
Coin Dealers Association, as sug- 
gested in your note on this subject, a 
definite statement of their standing 


on this particular point. I have been 
receiving quite a few of the members 
lists offering coins that are not de- 
scribed according to this STANDARD 
wording. In other words they were 
very much over the line in their 
description. In one case I bid on two 
Isabella quarters “Uncirculated, Bril- 
liant” and was unfortunate enough 
to get them. One was uncirculated, 
but had three corrosion spots on it, 
certainly the honest way to describe 
would have been to have stated, “one 
corroded, somewhat.” In one more 
case, at an auction, after hearing the 
auctioneer deliver a long harangue 
about GEMS and superlative terms in 
describing coins, I bid on a “PROOF, 
GEM.” That turned out to be his 
own coin, so I bid — and in my esti- 
mation, the proper description would 
have been “Uncirculated, Brilliant,” 
for the surface was not what I had 
for years considered “PROOF” quality. 

So I want to register my opposi- 
tion to such descriptions as many of 
the dealers have been handing out in 
their auction and other lists. Let us 
insist on less “bull” and simpler de- 
scriptions of coins, along the lines of 
our STANDARD CLASSIFICATION. 
Perhaps some of the newer dealers 
may be excused a little exaggeration, 
but for the older men, NIX.

In addition to the artis- 
tic merits of their Presidential Series, 
each piece is inscribed with a concise 
biography of the president it portrays. 

Somehow or other coin collectors 
have neglected such pieces. Why they 
should is difficult to say.

edged planchets — blank planchets — engrav- 
ers’ errors — damaged or cracked dies — coins 
struck off center — double struck coins — 
branch mint “proofs,” etc., and Class 3: In- 
tentional but Unlawful Freak Coins such as 
unlawful freaks made in the mints, altered 
coins and counterfeit coins. 

Mr. Sfchermerhom illustrated his talk with 
his own extensive and interesting collection.

After five or six years of this he will sud- 
denly discover that he has acquired a number 
of specimens in a certain series and he will 
besrin to fill out this series. This may 
termed the “buddinsr specialist” sta«re and it is 
here that the true appreciation of the grreat 
rarities begrins. 

Some years later there will come the some- 
what shocking: discovery that in the years in 
the pursuit of the hobby there has been build- 
ins up quite a credit in the value of the coins 
collected and the owner will be able to trade 
some of his duplicates or completed series for 
the true rarities he now needs. And so until 
death or failins eyesight stops the quest there 
is always that next specimen to look forward 
to and there is the joy in getting the one that 
you have been after for 30 or so years. 

Mr. Griffin spoke of the need of knowing as 
much about coins as possible, and of the great 
help the library of the A.N.A. offers, par- 
ticularly to those who cannot afford the rare 
b<x>ks. He urged the users of these books to 
be as careful with them as they are of the 
finest specimens in their collection so that 
they w’ill continue to inspire seekers after 
numismatic knowledge.

EDWARD W. HEUSINGER OBJECTS TO BILL PROPOSED 
TO SMOKE OUT HOARDED CURRENCY 

Hon. Frank L. Sundstrom, M. C., 

House of Representatives, 

Washington, D. C. 

My Dear Sir: 

I note in an associated press dispatch from Washington dated February 1st, 
that you have proposed “a totally new issue of U. S. currency to smoke out 
foreign hoarders of American dollars,” and that your “bill is due for intro- 
duction in the house.” 

You may be right in your statement in saying that — 

“No one knows how much of this amount 
($28,567,000,000 outstanding as of September 1947) 
is hoarded by individuals and private foreign busi- 
ness interests,” and that “Competent authorities 
estimate that it runs into billions of dollars,” 
but how about innocent holders of paper money in our United States, especially 
widows and persons living in the country and far off remote places, who may 
never hear of your proposed bill, and who are not in fact hoarders. What pro- 
tection will be afforded them? 

Furthermore, do you know that there are many bona fide collectors of 
paper money in the United States and that also many pieces of paper money 
are held by other persons for sentimental reasons or historic value. I have 
been a collector of United States paper money for many years. I am a mem- 
ber of many years standing in the American Numismatic Association, and 
possess a representative collection of all issues from 1861 to date, mostly of 
the large size bills issued before 1928 and all in uncirculated condition — with a 
face value of over $1,200.00, and what would you expect me to do with a 
collection of this kind. 

Senator Tom Connally proposed a similar bill 14 years ago to end hoard- 
ing and bring money out of hiding. I wrote the Senator at that time, of the 
fallacy of introducing such a bill and told him that proper provisions should be 
made in the bill for exempting such collections, and I still have in my files, his 
letters dated April 27th and May 2nd, 1934, wherein he noted my objections and 
stated that no doubt some provision would be made regarding my suggestion 
as to collections held by numismatists. 

In conclusion I wish to mention that I became greatly interested in the 
collection of currency when the change of issuing smaller size bills was made 
by the Treasury in 1928 and I have gathered a great deal of information and 
statistical data on our paper money issues since then, which I have written up 
as a study. The article consists of 24 typewritten pages, and if you as a mem- 
ber of the banking committee are interested and would like to read my story, I 
will be pleased to send you a copy. 

I will send a copy '"of this letter to my friend, the Hon. Paul J. Kilday, 
M. C., from this District and also to Stuart Mosher, Editor of The Numismatist, 
official magazine of the American Numismatic Association and will appreciate 
receiving an early reply from you regarding the objections I have brought to 
your attention.
